pletely different fruit the first year for his personal selection, Inventing this grafting technique, he squeezed thousands of years 
of research into a few. The results of his work, from potatoes to apples to EVERY domesticated fruit, vegetable or flower, are what we grow today 
The Burbank Potatoe Quadrupled World Production in One Year. Luther Burbank never needed a lot of space. In his lifetime he con- 
ducted over one hundred thousand series of experiments and changed the world on less than three acres of land, 


DENNIS ROBERT HOAGLAND, 1888-1949, was the inventor of the “four salt Hoagland solution’ from which all HYDRO-

most importantly (3) “NUTRIENT PERIOD” (length of time under a given nutrient configuration). 

Maximum SIZE and WEIGHT before death of (a) root, (b) shoot, (c) fuit-_known as the “7001 to shoot to fruit ratio” 
was the absolute goal. WE NOW KNOW the “root to shoot to fruit ratio” is a fallacy. There is no such thing. While keeping 
the fruit evactly the same size as normal, both the root (below the soil) and the shoot (above the soil) can be minimized.

WE NOW KNOW an aquacous (water) 
based nutrient solution surrounding the root system without a “buffer” to protect the roots creates a “Water toot” a thick, fleshy’ root that has layered it- 
self with “fat to protect itself. Nowhere near the amount of root surface area is produced hydroponically (water based) as when the roots are buffered 
against eXcess concentrations by a soil medium.

CAPACITY” (C.E.C). The CATION EXCHANGE CAPACITY of 3 soil medium is the ability’of that medium to ABSORB AND RELEASE a nutrient solu 
tion, The cation exchange capacity of the soil medium protects the root system and allows it to produce thousands more root structures, producing thou: 
sands more square inches of root surtace area. The greater the root surface area, the more efficient the nutrient uptake for faster frowth

Basehall’s 
Drug Test 
Thaw

sk any baseball fan or scout 

who bird-dogged the hot- 

stove league last winter, and 
they'll probably tell you that you 
could have seen the future of Major 
League Baseball watching the dia- 
monds in Mexico, Puerto Rico, Ven- 
ezuela, and the Dominican 
Republic—and we don’t mean prom- 
ising young players who might be- 
come stars. This past winter the 
Latin leagues may have shown the 
way to something new: mandatory 
drug testing for all big-league play- 
ers. 

Call it Commissioner Peter Ueberroth’s 
Caribbean Basin Initiative. After struggling 
with players over mandatory drug testing, 
the office of the Major League Baseball 
Commissioner worked out agreements with 
three of the four Caribbean leagues to test 
their players, with the fourth league, in Ven- 
ezuela, conducting its tests through that 
country’s National Sports Institute. While 
more in the nature of an endorsement thana 
directive—the Caribbean leagues maintain 
that drug testing had been their own idea all 
along—the Commissioner has to be pleased 
with the cooperation he is getting from his 
counterparts during the off season. 

“We tested three times during the sea- 
son,” says Rodrigo Otero Suro, the presi- 
dent of Puerto Rico’s winter league. 
“Random testing... . the players didn’t know 
when.” Along with Mexico and the Domini- 
can league, Otero’s teams will follow guide- 
lines similar to those established for Double 
and Triple A clubs stateside, ensuring confi- 
dentiality and, according to an agreement 
worked out with the local players’ associ 
tion, promising not to share test results with 
a player's parent club at home. 

But the problem with following minor 
league guidelines in the Caribbean is that not 
all the winter league “imports” are minor 
leaguers. To be sure, the bulk of the visitors

Dr. Werner Baumgartner is no 
scrabbling high-tech crook out 
to make a quick buck off the 
drug-testing fad. Over his 15- 
year tenure as a research 
chemist with the Wadsworth 
Veteran's Administration Hos- 
pital in Los Angeles, Baum- 
gartner has published numer- 
ous technics research reports 
on radioimmunoassay pro- 
cesses in scientific journals, 
and is regarded as one of the 
preeminent pioneers and ex- 
perts in the field of hair analy- 
sis. The early Baumgartner 
method has been indepen- 
dently validated by five labora- 
tories in the U.S., Japan, 
Germany and Italy, but the re- 
fined “RIAH” (SM) process is 
exclusive to his laboratory. As 
long as Baumgartner maintains 
the edge of his technology, he 
is determined that it be used 
primarily in rehabilitation, 
medical and public safety ar- 
eas. Asked recently whether 
RIAH could detect one-time 
suse, he replied, “Sure, but why 
would we? One-time use 
proves nothing—it may even 
have been accidental.” 

As a medium for drug analy- 
sis, hair is superior to urine in 
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numerous ways. Any time a 
person ingests a drug, metabo- 
lites unique to the drug lodge in 
that person’s hair follicles, and 
are trapped in the inner “cor- 
tex” of each strand of hair. As 
the hair grows outward, then, 
each strand creates a chrono- 
logical record of every time a 
person takes (or does not take) 
that drug.

recent ingestion of a drug, also 
indicating with what frequency 
the individual may do the drug. 
In the case of pubic hair, which 
grows very slowly, the record 
of drug exposures accessible 
by Dr. Baumgartner's RIAH 
method may stretch back four 
to six years. The method can 
even measure the comparative 
size and frequency of succes- 
sive drug doses ingested in the 
past, says Baumgartner, and 
thus yield a highly detailed pro- 
file of a person’s history of drug 
dependence—or the absence of 
any such history. 

Even long-standing critics of 
standard immunoassy drug- 
detection techniques are im- 
pressed by the way Baumgart- 
ner proposes to use his RIAH 
procedure. “I haven't re- 
viewed his extraction methods 
yet, but if you're going to use 
radioimmunoassays in any sort 
of forensic context, this is pro- 
bably how it should be used,” a 
veteran government chemis- 
try consultant cautiously 
concedes. “Immunoassays— 
radioimmunoassays, enzyme- 
immunoassays, fluorescence- 
polarization assays—are inher- 
ently unreliable at identifying 
drug particles, because 
they're based on a nonchemi- 


analysis at determining the 
presence or identity of drugs, 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion recently imposed a strict 
new ordinance on the national 
chemistry industry, decreeing 
that all immunoassay positives 
must be retested by an “appro- 
priately specific” alternative 
chemical method, recom- 
mending gas chromatography 
with mass spectrometry. “It’s 
thrown the urine-testing 
racket into a tailspin, because 
GCMS is so expensive,” notes 
the government adviser, “but I 
don’t see where this Baum- 
gartner should have any trou- 
ble with it. In fact, I can see 
where he might make a lot 
more trouble for the urinalysis 
industry.”

DOLLAR 


Troublemaking was not pre- 
sumably Dr. Baumgartner’s 
foremost intention when he 
founded the Ianus Foundation 
(P.0.B. 84573, Los Angeles, 
CA 90073) in 1984. As Rosa 
Jordan, speaking for the Foun- 
dation, explains it, the notion 
was simply to set up a vehicle 


for promoting the commercial 
use of the RIAH process, so 
that the profits could be 
pumped into creative and inno- 
vative scientific research pro- 
jects, which normally have 
difficulty gaining government 
funding. Baumgartner is very 
interested in the controversial 
theories that Dr. Linus Paul- 
ing, a former colleague, has 
published about “megavitamin 
therapy,” and believes they 
warrant experimental investi- 
gation. He's also interested in 
studying “the importance of 
mental highs in combatting the 
allure of chemical highs,” and 
other such uplifting projects. 

‘Trouble was surely inevita- 
ble, though, given Baumgart- 
ner’s expressed attitude that 
new technologies would be 
better employed for the long- 
term advancement of all human 
beings rather than the immedi- 
ate financial gain of a few high- 
tech swindlers and political 
zealots. “He's said that the cul- 
ture is wounding itself with an 
inappropriate technology,” says 
Jordan, “and he wants to try to 
correct that.” Baumgartner 
says he will refuse to use his 
RIAH on an adult without the 
individual's signed, uncoerced 
consent, and in the case of 
children, he will not reveal the 
results of the assay to the 
parents unless he's been per- 
sonally introduced to the child, 
and is sure that the hair sample 
he tested came from that child's 
body. 

So Dr. Baumgartner’s RIAH 
may not very likely turn into a 
bonanza for investors in new 
drug-seeking technology, even 
though he could certainly be 
raking in immense sums on it 
already, if he wanted to. Some 
time ago, Jordan recalls, it 
was suggested that his me- 
thod be peddled to insurance 
‘companies for the testing of in- 
surance policyholders for nico 
tine, so that the companies could 
raise the rates of heavy smokers 
appropriately. “I thought he'd 
jump on it,” says Jordan, “be- 
cause he has always said nico- 
tine is the nation’s number one 
drug problem. Instead, he just 
said, ‘Look, we're not in 
business to make more money 
for insurance companies.’” 

Baumgartner’s extraordi- 
nary attitude toward money- 
grubbing is matched by his 
view of the drug-therapy in-

tempted in the winter leagues, players re- 
belled. In San Juan, Puerto Rico testers 
were reportedly thrown out of the locker 
room when they arrived at the stadium un- 
announced. And in Venezuela, three North 
American “imports” insisted on being flown 


directly to the capital to present their sam- 
ples after complaining that testing in the hin- 
terlands was beng conducted in a haphazard 
manner. Later, a bitter controversy broke 
out during the Caribbean World Series in 
Maracaibo, with Venezuelan officials de- 


manding daily testing of all players coming in 
from Mexico, Puerto Rico, and the Domini- 
can Republic, and threatening to suspend 
any player who would not test. 

Whether testing in the Caribbean will 
eventually erode the players’ position 
against such measures remains to be seen. 
For now, Players’ Association chief Fehr 
has resigned himself to a wait-and-see atti- 
tude. “It doesn't change anything as far as 
we're concerned,” he said at the end of the 
1986 regular season. “It's a very difficult 
thing going around and testing everyone to 
see who's guilty and who's not. But how 
much it's the commissioner pushing and how 
much it's just everyone wanting to get their 
ownlittle piece of the action is a little hard to 
say.

When the copters came on Monday, August Sth 
and scanned the field, | was very glad we had had 
the foresight to stay in the forest. | still can't 
believe they missed us, they were sooo close and 
our plants ranged from 5 to 15 feet high. | had 
been told that around August ‘st they started 
looking, and though | thought | was ready, that 
Monday around 10 am when | heard the ‘chop 
chop chop’ of the copter coming, | grabbed my 
sneakers, ran out of the tent, and crouched with 
my doytriend watching as they came closer and 
closer. | was so scared | actually threw up. (Not 
so much about getting caught, | knew we could 
run away before they landed, but about losing the 
crop we had devoted the summer to and worked 
so hard on.) 

‘August and September were hell. We were ter- 
rified each time we heard the engine of a copter 
flying past. We were tired of living in the woods , 
cooking with wet wood (there was so much rain 
we even had a mildew fungus that almost de- 
stroyed the crop). The river where we bathed was 
getting colder each day, andit seemed everything

National Director 


hile NORML will be working 

to publicize the victims of mari 

juana prohibition, we are alo 

working to prevent new ones. Without a 
doubt, state officials are taking a cue from Mr. 
Edwin Meese, Attorney General of the 
United States, and are issuing a call for 
tougher penalties for possession of marijuana. 
Itisimportant for the good of our country to 
prevent these backward steps, and, to bor- 
row a scouting phrase, it is important to “be 
prepared.” 
The goals of the Reagan administration 
‘concerning marijuana laws are clearly spelled 
‘out in the newly formed National Drug En- 
forcement Policy Board’s first report, Drug 
Law Enforcement Strategy, of January 
1987. Included under the section entitled 
(Current Drug Law Enforcement Demand Re- 
duction Projects: “In addition, because 
the decriminalization of marijuana pos- 
session undermines the standard of the 
unacceptability of drug use, the eleven 
States that have decriminalized mari- 


this offense.” 

While both you and | see this as an attempt 
to blame the failures of the Reagan War on 
Drugs on decriminalization of marijuana, 
many others, including state legislators, see it 
as an opportunity to throw marijuana users in 
jail. From Arizona to Alaska, the move is 
afoot to toughen the penalties. 

In Alaska, the only place in this country 


where personal cultivation is legal, the Alas- 
kan House is considering several bills to re- 
criminalize marijuana. If passed, it would be in 
conflict with the State Supreme Court's fa- 
mous 1975 Ravin vs. State decision, and 
would be subject to a court challenge by 
NORML and its members. Another flaw 
with the bill is its claim that it is revenue neu- 
tral. There is no way you are going to lock 
up more people and not have it cost the 


semblyman Walter Kern has said the mari- 
juana penalties need to be toughened because 
“pot is considered a gateway drug that in- 
duces many people to begin experimenting 
with drugs.” He also conceded that while the 
bill is meant to be a deterrent, it probably 
would not work. 

What can be done to prevent such “logic” 
from happening in your state? As | said before, 
being prepared is a good idea. Gathering data

state more money. Hopefully legislators in 
Alaska, as well as concerned citizens, will re- 
affirm that the costs of arresting marijuana 
smokers far exceeds whatever benefits it may 
incur, if any. 

Another “novel” idea is having a law that 
requires tax stamps for illegal. marijuana. 
‘Those who get arrested for sales of marijuana 
and do not have the stamps are liable for addi- 
tional penalties (large fines, tax evasion 
charges, and property forfeiture). The state 
of Minnesota has assessed over $7 million in 
unpaid drug taxes, although they have only 
collected $20,000 of it so far, as the vast ma- 
jority of those caught can’t pay the tax. A sim- 
ilar law was passed in Indiana and South 
Dakota, (although theirs were declared un- 
constitutional), and | expect that it will be in- 
troduced in many states this year. 

There are many other examples of calls for 
increased penalties, including Ohio, New 
York, and Arizona. Even Oregon is not im- 
mune to this backwards mentality. Sen. Rod 
Monroe of Oregon has introduced a bill to 
make possession, currently a $1 00 fine, a fel- 
‘ony with a possible ten years in jail 

New Jersey presents another good exam= 
ple of what is happening in our state legisla- 
tures. Assembly A-3270 (which as of 
this writing was about to be voted on), calls 
for increased penalties to $1,000, plus a man- 
datory $500 financial penalty, a mandatory 
$50 laboratory fee, plus up to three months in 
jail;all for 25 grams or less of marijuana. Thisis 
twice the minimum fine now imposed upon a 
first conviction for driving while intoxicated. 

The “logic” behind this bill is shared with 
many of the other state’s tougher bills. As- 


is the first step. We here at NORML usually 
hear about these measures from the press. 
We need people in every state capital to 
monitor the local press and the local leg- 
islature for such developments. When you 
hear of efforts to introduce any legislation re- 
garding marijuana laws, inform NORML im- 
mediately! Pick up the phone and give us a 
call. Another important part of data gather- 
ingis to contact the legislator who is propos- 
ing the bill and get a copy of it. 

NORML’s main job is education, and we 
will inform members in the affected states of 
the impending legislation. You can further as- 
sist us by gathering the names and addresses 
of all the pertinent legislators involved with 
the bill. R. B. Wilk of New Jersey, upon 
hearing of Bill A-3270, gathered all the perti- 
nent data and the names and addresses of the 
legislators. She then wrote a letter which, 
with NORML's help, was sent to all 
NORML members in New Jersey. 

There are a variety of studies that should 
be made available to all legislators considering 
increased penalties. You can be guaranteed 
that they won't get those studies without 
your involvement. The National Academy of 
Science's Analysis of Marijuana Policy, 
(1982), clearly states that decriminaliza- 
tion is a policy preferable over that of 
complete prohibition. The Health and 
Welfare Agency of California did a study on 
the effects of decriminalization on usage 
rates. They found little or no increase in us- 
age after decriminalization was implemented. 
Maine's Office of Alcoholism and Drug Abuse 
Prevention did a time/cost analysis of decrim-

_ HOW TO BEAT 
DRUG TESTS 
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TIPS FOR PREVENTING FALSE 
POSITIVES 


1. Never give the first urination of the day. 

2! Drink as much water (or other liquid) as you comfortably can in the days and hours 
prior to testing. 

3, Passive inhalation can register positive, but not for long. It’s a case of you might be 
positive the next morning from the night before. A person can be positive in this man- 
ner without having experienced a “high.” A false positive from this source is signifi- 
cantly more probable at a 20 ng/mi defection level than at the higher 100 ng/mI which is 
often used. 

4. If conditions safely permit, diluting your urine specimen with water helps and labs 
infrequently test for such dilution. 

5. Avoid using over-the-counter drugs when a test date approaches. 

The extent to which over-the-counter drugs and prescription drugs will cause a false 
positive has yet to be fully mapped out and is subject to change as test manufacturers 
try to lesson the phenomenon, but such interference with the tests is extensive. These 
substances listed below have produced false positives for marijuana on the EMIT Can- 
nabinoid Urine Assay according to company literature. An equivalent list for the Hoff- 
man-La Roche RIA test would likely not be identical.

WHY URINE DRUG TESTS GO 
WRONG 


We've already looked at how over-the-counter medications can produce false posi- 
tives. A Las Vegas lab has indicated that 25% of their specimens test positive for am- 
phetamines during cold and flu season, for example. 

Another big reason these tests produce inaccurate results even at better labs is the 
human factor. Not sanitizing equipment atter a positive test run or doing so improperly 
can resultin false positives, as.can clerical errors. In the instance of Veterans Adminis- 
tration Wadsworth Medical Center, it was cocaine on the restroom door that contami- 
nated specimens. 

Finally, there is the unknown. Test makers are learning by doing. There's alot about 
these tests and cross-reactions within the body that nobody understands.

lization’s effects on their court system. 
‘They found that by removing the marijuana 
‘offender from the criminal justice system 
they cleared up the backlog of court cases and 
saved the state a good deal of money. 
Another good source is the Justice Depart- 
ment’s annual figures for prison capacity in 
each state. Most prisons are either full or 
overcrowded. Statistics about jail over- 
crowding help to force legislators to confront 
an obvious problem they seek to ignore, 
‘which is where will they put new arrestees. 
There are many other materials which can 
be useful tools to argue against recriminaliza- 
tion, but they aren't worth a damn unless 
‘they get into the hands of those legislators. 
This can mean that you will have to go to the 
‘state assembly hearings in order to testify and 
to present these materials, as was done re- 
cently by NORML members in New Jersey, 
‘Ohio and Vermont. NORMLis also willing to 


provide witnesses to testify. For a complete 
review of the decriminalization process with 
legislators, | suggest Richard Bonnie's Mari- 
juana Use and Criminal Sanctions 
($14.95 from NORML). It is a collection of 
essays composed over a period of four years 
to persuade state legislators to abandon 
criminal penalties for the possession of mari- 
juana. 

Part of being prepared is being organized. 
Getting a group of your friends together in 
letter writing is more effective than acting 
singularly (it is also more fun). Another ex- 
ample of preparedness is the education of 
your community. NORML has a wide variety 
of educational literature for distribution. The 
formation of an active NORML chapter in 
your town can help prevent recrim from be- 
coming a reality. But we have to get orga- 
nized before new legislation is introduced, 
rather than afterwards. Small groups of con- 
cerned citizens can make a difference in the 
state legislature, but not if they're playing 
catch-up, not if they're trying to get orga- 
nized while the bill is moving along. You 


need to be prepared in advance. The 
freedom you preserve may be your 
own. 

Folks, here it is 1987 and the talk 
among state legislators is not about 
how to move forward to help solve 
America’s drug problems, but how to 
go back to failed policies of the past. On 
the other hand, it often only takes a small 
number of registered voters expressing their 
disapproval over a specific bill to alter its out- 
come. It is up to you to influence the laws un- 
der which you are governed. Government is 
an instrument of the people, not their master. 
This includes you and the other 30 million 
people who smoke marijuana, and the rest of 
the country that respects individual rights to 
privacy and conscience. 

It's time to take control of your destiny 
away from Mr. Meese and the political grand- 
standers and assert your rights as an Ame 
can citizen. The upcoming move to 
recriminalize makes this as good a year as any 
for you to get involved. What do you 
think? @

dustry and its shibboleths. “He 
says the problem with ‘drugs in 
the workplace’ is the work 
place,” Jordan puts it simply. 
‘The notion that drug abuse 
might conceivably be the result 
‘of abominable contemporary 
social conditions—widespread 
economic insecurity, imper- 
‘sonal corporate employers, 
psychological malaise in an 
‘ever-changing and overcom- 
puterized work environ- 
ment—rather than the cause of 
all the havoc, has a novel and 
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distinctly subversive odor 
about it nowadays. 

One application to which 
Baumgartner proposes to put 
his RIAH is certain to promote 
panic in the multi-billion-dollar 
drug-therapy establishment. 
He has suggested that insur- 
ance companies that fund cor- 
porate employee-assistance 
Grug-rehab programs, to 
which employees nowadays 
are routinely consigned at the 
drop ofa “positive” urine speci- 
men, might like to hair-test the 
patients in those programs, 
from time to time. If it turns 
out that many of them really

haven't been using drugs, or 
that their drug use is of obvi- 
ously low-level, occasional, 
“recreational” dose and fre- 
quency, then obviously they're 
inappropriate candidates for 
such expensive, long-term 
“rehabilitation” programs 
RIAH could also be used to de- 
termine how many people with 
genuine chronic drug problems 
tend to relapse into addiction 
after being deemed “cured” by 
these expensive drug-therapy 
specialists. 

The prospect that someone 
might someday invent a means 
by which the real proficiency of 


drug-therapy programs could 
be measured has always been 
the terror of the rehabilitation 
field, which is chock-full of ar- 
rant quacks practicing wildly 
divergent and conflicting 
“cure” techniques, and 
promulgating their own fraudu- 
lent “cure” statistics.

THE SCENE OF THE CRIME 


THE SAUK CITY 
SHOOTING

l 
On September 16, 1986, 

Howard Smith’, a self- 
employed building contractor, 
was traveling east on Highway 
B—a two-lane road linking Plain 
and Sauk City, Wisconsin—when 
he accelerated to pass a pickup 
truck. Normally, Smith would 


have paid little attention to the 
pile of green plants in the back of 
the pickup, but this was two 
days after President Reagan's 
nationally televised address on 
the war on drugs, and the plants 
looked suspiciously like mari- 
juana. Even more damning, the 
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truck had out-of-state plates. So 
the civic-minded contractor fol- 
lowed the pickup five miles into 
Sauk City. Smith intended to fol- 
low the suspected dope dealer 
home and report his address to 
the police. 

Halfway through town, however, the 
driver of the pickup realized he was be- 
ing followed because he turned onto a 
dead-end street leading to August Der- 
leth Park and drove to an isolated park- 
ing lot near the banks of the Wisconsin 
River (a site where police would later 
find 34 marijuana plants stashed in the 
bushes). 

Rather than follow the pickup into 
the park, Smith spun his car around and 
drove two blocks to the Sauk City Po- 
lice Department. He raced downstairs 
and confronted Betty Neumeyer, the 
dispatcher. 

“Ijust followed a truck carrying mari- 
juana into town!” he said excitedly. “He 
drove into Derleth Park. It's a white 
Ford pickup with Texas plates. The 
driver is wearing a cowboy hat.” 

Neumeyer picked up her microphone 
and called Officer 63, the only police- 
man on duty. She tried three times to 
reach the officer, but received no reply. 

Conservation Warden John Buss hap- 
pened to be standing at the xerox ma- 
chine, overheard the conversation, and 
realized Neumeyer was having trouble 
locating a squad car. 

“Betty,” said Buss. “I don't have a fire- 
arm and | don't have my credentials, 
but | can drive down to the park and 
maintain radio contact. | won't stop the 
guy. but I'll watch him for you.” 

“I'd appreciate that,” said Neumeyer. 

Buss ran upstairs, hopped into his 
truck and drove to the park entrance. 
As he turned the corner, Buss spotted 
a white Ford pickup with Texas plates 
traveling toward him in the opposite 
direction. The pickup swerved around 


Buss and made a left turn on Water 
Street. The driver looked to be in his 
late forties, a typical good ole boy in a 
cowboy hat. 

Buss radioed Neumeyer. “I'm follow- 
ing a vehicle matching the description,” 
he said. “The tailgate is down and there 
appears to be a green leafy substance 
in the back ...suspect is turning right 
on Washington Street... . 
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A few minutes later, Officer 63, 
John Mueller, returned to his 
squad car and was notified that a white 
Ford pickup believed to be containing 
controlled substances was parked in a 
driveway at the corner of Oak and Ash 
streets. 

Mueller started his engine and 
headed across town. His day usually 
consisted of issuing warnings for minor 
traffic violations or refereeing family 
squabbles. Drugs were a different, 
more dangerous matter. He popped an- 
other piece of gum’and began chewing 
furiously. 

Mueller, 40, was considered a model 
officer: professional, polite, and well 
groomed. Jeff Lawson, a local tavern 
owner, affectionately dubbed him 
“John Boy” because of his youthful ap- 
pearance. On September 16th, how- 
ever, Mueller was short-tempered and 
haggard. His hair—normally greased 
and combed—was unkempt. His un- 
iform—normally starched and spot- 
less—was dirty and wrinkled. Mueller 
was planning on getting married in a 
few months and the change in his ap- 
pearance could be explained by the 
proximity of the event—at least that’s 
‘what some people thought. 

The truth, however, was much more 
bizarre: In his own mind, Mueller was 
engaged in a top-secret mission for the 
Federal Government, a mission so sen- 
sitive not even the Federal Government 
knew of its existence. Mueller’s direc- 
tives, in fact, came direct from the 
White House. Mueller was admittedly a 
bit foggy on the exact nature of the as- 
signment, but then messages were de- 
livered in code, sometimes in 
mewspaper headlines, sometimes dur- 
ing incidental meetings on the street. 
These messages were very difficult to 
decipher and their intensity had been 


mounting wildly since Sunday night.. 
the night Mueller watched President 
Reagan's speech...the night Mueller 
stopped taking his Thorazine prescrip- 
tion .. .stopped taking his Thorazine be- 
cause the President told him drugs were 
evil. 

Hopefully, it would not be long before 
Mueller learned more details concerning 
his mission. Meanwhile, his snub-nosed, 
.357-caliber Magnum revolver was 
loaded and close by his side.

Aft e r following the pickup 

to the driveway, 
Warden Buss had executed a U-turn and 
parked nearby. Obviously, the individual 
wearing the cowboy hat knew he was 
being watched: rather than get out of 
the truck, he stayed scrunched down in 
the front seat, occasionally peering over 
his shoulder at Buss. 


Buss, 26, was a relative newcomer 
to town. In 1982, after graduating from 
the University of Wisconsin with de- 
grees in both biology and environmen- 
tal law enforcement, he'd become a 
State Conservation Warden. He'd been 
assigned to the Sauk City area in Octo- 
ber 1985. Buss was a devoted out- 
doorsman with a wife, kids, and a pair 
of pedigreed hunting dogs. His number- 
‘one concern at the moment was the 
apprehension of midnight dumpers 
who were polluting nearby lakes and 
rivers. He had never been involved ina 
drug bust before. 

Ina statement given at the Sauk City 
Police Department later that day, Buss 
described the arrival of Officer Mueller 
at the scene of the crime: 


When John arrived, | advised him to 
look over his right shoulder at the 
pickup truck. I advised him | was. 
unarmed, did not have my credentials, 
but I'd stay and [provide] backup. John 
turned on his squad lights and parked 
behind the pickup. I got out, walked 
over to him, and explained the whole 
scenario. John got out and approached 
the truck. I stood to the left behind 
him. John opened the door and asked 
for identification. 

“What for?’ said the individual. 

“ Get out of the truck,’ said John. 

The individual swung his body 
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around, placed his feet on the running 
board and said, ‘This is as far as I go.’ 

John grabbed his arm and started 
wrestling him out of the truck. | came 
over and grabbed the guy’s left arm. 
John slammed the guy to the cement, 
and I was pulled down with him—like 
hanging onto a rope. | mean, BOOM!, 
we went down. There was really no 
need for that because the guy wasn’t 
really resisting to the point of fighting. 
John pulled out his handcuffs and put 
them on one wrist. | put them on the 
other. 

* Relax,’ I told the guy. ‘I'm a State 
Conservation Warden. 

I searched him for weapons, pulled 
out a pocket knife and wallet, and 
tossed them back at John. John was 
saying a bunch of stuff. 1 don't 
remember what, but it was like he was 
talking to someone else. Then John 
walked back to his car. The guy started 
to roll over on one side. 

* Just lay there and hang tight,’ I told 
him. 

1 walked behind the truck and found 
some green leafy substance in the 
back. | was looking at some seeds 
when John came up. 

*Jonn,’ | said, ‘Do you have any 
evidence bags to put this in?" 

*Don't worry about it,’ said John. 
‘This is resisting a Federal Agent.’ 

He was talking slowly, chewing his 
gum overly hard, and staring at the 
truck as if he could eat a hole right 
through to the pavement. It went 
through my mind that maybe John was 
working with the Feds somehow. | just 
kept picking up leaves and seeds. John 
walked over to where the individual 
was lying on his belly in handcuffs. 

I heard a shot, looked up and saw 
John shoot the guy in the back of the 
head a second time. | saw an orangeish 
muzzle flash coming from his gun. John 
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was standing upright, holding his gun 
with both hands. 

John turned around, looked at me 
with real starry eyes, and started 
marching toward me, as if he was in 
front of a drill instructor. He was 
holding the gun at a 45-degree angle. 
He stopped about three feet away, 
with the gun pointed at my belt. 

‘John,’ I said, ‘You're not going to 
shoot me, are ya?’ 

I was going to take off running 
because the guy was lying down on his 
stomach handcuffed behind his back 
and John shot the fucker... I'm sorry... 
the individual...in the back of the 
head. But there was no place to run. 

John was looking right through me. 
‘Don't... worry,’ he said. ‘This...is. 
resisting...a...Federal...Agent. 

I figured I was going to get it. | mean 
I was scared. | wanted to disappear— 
just disappear. John holstered his gun, 
walked back to his squad car, and got 
inside. 

| looked at the guy on the ground 
and saw a lot of blood. The body was 
quivering. | knew he was dead or 
mortally wounded. I don’t know if | 
ran, walked, flew, or what, but | went 
back to my truck, got in and backed 
down the road. When | felt I was far 
enough away, | stopped and opened 
the door. This might sound crazy, but | 
had a shotgun loaded with buckshot in 
the truck and I thought, ‘If John comes 
down the road I'm going to have to kill 
him.’ 

I tried to call in, but John got on the 
radio before me, so Betty told me to 
stand by. Basically, John said he had a 
10-42, which means end of duty, 
although we sometimes use it to mean 
a traffic fatality, instead of saying over 
the radio that someone is dead. He 
requested an ambulance. 

Finally I got on the radio and said, 
‘We got a 10-33, we need officers. Get 
‘one and two down here,’ meaning the 
sheriff and chief deputy. At the same 
ime I made a few notes. 

John got out of his car, walked up to 
the body, and took off the handcuffs. | 
think he felt I'd left. He was looking 
around, but he never made eye contact 
with me. Then he marched into the 
middle of the road. People were coming 
out of their houses, gathering around. 
John stopped in the middle of the 


street and started directing traffic like 
a Milwaukee police officer—real rigid. 
But there wasn’t any traffic. 


twin cities of Sauk City and 
Thesrr: du Sac are nestled 
around the bend of the Wisconsin River 
about 150 miles northwest of Chicago. 
The towns have a combined population 
of 54,000, and share a school district, 
sewer system, weekly newspaper, and 
police force. Despite their closeness, 
they maintain separate identities: Sauk 
City was settled primarily by Germans, 
while Prairie du Sac was settled by the 
English. The nearest major city, Madi- 
son, is 25 miles to the southeast. 

‘Sauk City has a rich past: on July 21, 
1832, Black Hawk and 50 braves 
fought a holding action against 1,000 
government troops in a forest south of 
town. The lopsided battle succeeded in 
giving the Sauk women and children 
time to cross the Wisconsin River to 
safety. Unfortunately, the tribe was 
massacred 12 days later at the Battle 
of Bad Axe. 

After the Indians were disposed of, 
white settlers moved in, led by Count 
Augustin Hrzstzy, who founded a vine- 
yard nearby. His vines continue to 
produce grapes today, even though the 
Count left abruptly (moving to Napa 
Valley, where he founded the California 
wine industry). “Many Germans who 
came here were members of the Frei 
Gemeinde.” says Tracy Madison, editor 
of the weekly Sauk Prairie Star. “They 
were the local intellectuals, very cul- 
tured and well read.” 

A larger, less progressive contingent 
of German settlers moved into the 
state and formed the Wisconsin Synod, 


an ultra conservative wing of the Lu- 


theran Church. It was in this tradition 
that John Mueller was raised, the sec- 
ond of seven children. 

Mueller was born in Jefferson, atown 
similar to Sauk City but located halfway 
between Madison and Milwaukee. His 
father changed careers several times, 
working as a security guard, mortician,

postal clerk, and finally food store 
manager. In 1964, Mueller graduated in 
the middle of his class at Lakeside Lu- 
theran High School, where he was a 
member of the school band. On the sur- 
face, Mueller seemed a typical teen- 
ager: He worked a paper route. 
collected stamps, and restored old 
cars. There was, however, something 
odd about the boy. “John was a good 
kid, but always just a little bit different,” 
says Harry Minshall, owner of the 
funeral home where Mueller’s father 
was employed. 

Upon graduation, Mueller enlisted in 
the Air Force. He was granted high-se- 
curity clearance, became a communi- 
cations officer, and was posted in both 
Japan and Thailand. Mueller refuses to 
discuss his work for the Air Force—ex- 
cept to say that he was a radio techni- 
cian involved in top-secret matters. 
Immediately after leaving the service, 
he was hired by the National Security 
Agency (NSA). 

Don’t bother looking for mention of 
the NSA in government press releases: 
Even though it’s the most powerful in- 
telligence agency in America, larger 
and more influential than even the 
dreaded CIA, its very existence is con- 
sidered classified. The NSA headquar- 
ters is located inside Fort Meade, 
halfway between Washington, D.C. and 
Baltimore. According to James Bam- 
ford, author of The Puzzle Palace (New 
York: Penquin, 1982): “The NSA‘s joint

old visionary, TOP 
FORCADE, a veteran of 
the underground media 
movement of the sixties, 
had the inspired idea of his 
lifetime: HIGH TIMES 
magazine. After its 
sudden success, Tom

(3th Anniversary, here’s a blow-by-blow account of 
how his biggest and best idea turned into the 
magazine you’re reading right now! 


“Brothers and sisters, | wanna tell ya, | hear alot of talk by alot of 
honkies, sittin’ on a lot of money, tellin’ me they're high society. 
But if you ask me, THIS IS THE HIGH SOCIETY!” 


1974 Shortly after the fall of 
Nixon at the hands of the Wa- 
tergate scandal, a new, 52-page, 
black-and-white, underground 
magazine, HIGH TIMES, “The 
Magazine for the High Society,” 
debuts on newsstands across the 
country. The name is inspired by a 
rap off the heaviest, kickass album 
by the most radical ’60s punk/hip- 
pie rock 'n’ roll group: the MCS. 
Contributors to that first issue in- 
clude Timothy Leary, noted LSD 
guru, and John Wilcock, founder of 
the VILLAGE VOICE, OZ, the 
Underground Press Syndicate, and 
the EAST VILLAGE OTHER. The 
“Letters” column is put together 
by Bob Guccione, Jr. (who now 
publishes SPIN magazine). The 
“Trans-High Market Quotations” 
lists an ounce of Mexican pot at 


—MCS, “Kick Out The Jams” 


$15-$30 an ounce, $130-300 a 
pound. 

It was a smashing success. In fact, it was 
such an immediate success that the sec- 
ond issue featured a full-color cover, as 
well as a full-color centerfold starring a 
nice, big, sexy brick of hashish. That 
HIGH TIMES was stirring things up was 
obvious from the letters page: Art Kleps, 
Chief Boo-Hoo of the Neo-American 
Church and one of the founders of the 
hippie movement, attacked HIGH 
TIMES for giving publicity to a rip-off 
artist like Tim Leary! The articles, like an 
interview with retired head narc John 
Finlator, an exposé on hash in the 
U.S.S.R., and a look at the pleasures of ni- 
trous oxide, set the tone for the HIGH 
TIMES ahead. And the HIGH TIMES 
staff began to grow like, well, you know. 
(Included in that early staff was Rex 
Weiner, who left HIGH TIMES years 
later to become a screenwriter for “Mi- 
ami Vice.”) 

The Winter issue featured an eight- 


page Harold Hedd comic strip, sending 
out the desired message to the ever-hun- 
gry underground cartoonists. HIGH 
TIMES became a haven for underground 
cartoonists, and eventually published the 
work of virtually every important u.g. 
cartoonist of the '60s and '70s. 

1975 Only four issues of HIGH 
TIMES were published, as planned, but 
the stage was being set for the shift to 
monthly publication. Several milestones 
were reached: the first interview with 
dope taster “R” was published in the 
fourth issue; “Alaska Goes Legal” made 
the cover of the fifth (while the first 
“Dope Rider” reared its ugly skull); and 
chocolate covered the cover of the sixth, 
establishing that HIGH TIMES readers 
were into many more ways of getting 
high than the occasional controlled 
substance. 

1976 HIGH TIMES began its me- 
teoric rise into the stratosphere of estab- 
lished newsstand publications, an 
important power base achieved by few 
underground publications before it. With 
its mew, monthly publication schedule, 
HIGH TIMES climbed over the 
100,000 copies-printed-per-issue level, 
eventually selling over 500,000 copies 
per month. Unforgettable moments from 
some of those issues include the pre-Al- 
tered States isolation tank article in the 
eighth issue; the first “Home Growin’ 
cover; the first, ever-popular cover fea- 
turing a sexy-looking marijuana plant; and 
a special Bob Marley/Rastafarian issue. 
The seeds for future trouble were al- 
ready being planted, however, as several 
articles covered Carter's promises for 
marijuana decriminalization (a broken 
promise that lulled too many pot smok- 
ers into complacency); the drug busts of 
pro sports athletes and rock stars, no- 
tably Pittsburgh Steeler defensive line- 
man Ernie Holmes and glitter-rocker 
David Bowie (which eventually led to the 
outcries for drug-testing which are being 
fought today); and the growing popular- 
ity of rubbers amongst the HIGH 
TIMES elite (if only the rest of the world 
had followed our advice). HIGH TIMES. 
also continued to hire notable and noted 
contributors, like Glenn O'Brien (who 
went on to work at SPIN with Bob Guc- 
cione, Jr.); Bill Griffith (whose “Zippy the 

continued over 
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Pinhead” found a home here for many 
years before eventually making it big in 
big-time newspaper syndication); and 
Trina Robbins, the leading u.g. female 
cartoonist. 

1977 HIGH TIMES reached the 
peak of its popularity. (If it wasn’t for the 
fascist policies of the repressive Carter 
administration. perhaps it would.have 
gone on to replace TIME. magazine.) 
Among the many breakthrough“cover 
stories were “LSD (Ten Years After),” 
“Dope Dictators,”the first-ever cover of 
Blondie’s Deborah Harry, as well as cove 
ers of noted '60s figures Andy Warhol 
and Hunter Thompson (and wasn’t). Rot- 
ten on October’s?). HIGH TIMES also 
added the ‘Fabulous Furry Freak 
Brother" by Gilbert Shelton to its comix 
lineup, and published. an). Crumb inter- 
view (later reprinted by Crumb in,the 
first issue of his own Weirdo magazine), 
Kim Deitch’s manic comix, and a special 
PUNK magazine insert that showcased 
that original punk-rock fanzine, Famous 
people like Richard Pryor, Bill Walton, 
Sissy Spacek, Gil Scott-Heron, and Patti 
‘Smith were featured in the mag, and tal- 
ents like Francesco Scavullo, Albert 
Goldman, and Richard Neville joined the 
growing list of contributors. That HIGH 
TIMES was successful is somewhat of an 
understatement. The December issue 
was a big, fat 174 pages thick, and full- 
color ads for bongs and rolling papers 
packed the paper. 

1978 HIGH TIMES consolidated 
its leadership role in the wacky world of 
underground publishing. Cover stories 
included “The Informer Couple of the 
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Year” (lest we forget: Cher Bono and 
Duane Allman); a Cuba vacation guide; 
“The Hollywood Rat Pack as Hipster 
Saints”; “The HIGH TIMES Power Bo- 
nus” (how to get and use alternative 
energy sources); “The White House 
Dope Scandal”; and bananas. Yes, bananas! 
Celebrities like Keith Richards, Laraine 
Newman, Willie Nelson, Joan Armatrad- 
ing,'Susan Sontag, Bob Dylan, Fran Lebo- 
witz, Tina Turner, and Paul Krassner 
found their Way into the HIGH TIMES 
fold as celebrity interviews, while Mu- 
hammed Ali, Patti Smith, Lou Reed, Les- 
ter Bangs, Amos Poe, Debbie Harry, Ted 
Nugent, Andy Warhol, Truman Capote, 
and Legs McNeil all had their writing 
published here. HIGH TIMES contin- 
ued to cover the “other” underground 
scerie, publishing. “D.O.A.,” an article 
about the Sex Pistols’ wild and historic 
American tour-(the forerunner to the 
subsequent. HIGH TIMES-produced 
movié of the same name), and announced 
the publication of STONE AGE, the all- 
dope ‘Son of High Times.” 

Even as the pot movement was in full 
flower, however, destructive forces were 
at work. President Goober’s home state 
of Georgia was hard at work, passing laws 
to make drug paraphernalia, as well as 
drug magazines like HIGH TIMES, ille- 
gal. And, as HIGH TIMES chronicled, 
the rise of “G.I. Dopers” gave the media 
“reasons” to call for drug testing, ig- 
noring issues of privacy and civil rights. 
(After all, no one in their right mind really 
wants the people responsible for pushing 
the button zonked out of their minds, do 
they?) 


Highlights of the 1978 HIGH TIMES 
also included a piece on the growing 
skateboard revival, how to make an 
underground movie for $10,000 or less, 
and continuing coverage of the home- 
growing pot scene, of course. More and 
more u.g. cartoonists were added to the 
fold, like Jay Lynch, Spain Rodriguez, Jay 
Kiney, Skip Williamson, and the inimitable 
Robert Armstrong, who's-best known'as 
the founder of the Couch. Poatoes 
movement. 

1979 Dark days begansfor the maga- 
zine, Tom Forcade, founder and publishef: 
took his life in November 1978, and the, 
magazine immediately began to suffer'the 
lack of his visionary leadership.” Inthe 
midst of the ensuing editorial chaos and 
power struggles, it’s amazing that HIGH 
TIMES suffered no terminal problems. If 
continued to profile leading '60s and un 
derground-type guys like the Smothers 
Brothers, Wavy Gravy, William’ Bur= 
roughs, Chaka Khan, R.D.-Laing,-and At 
Goldstein, as well as niéw Wave types like 
Joan Jett, Paul Schrader, and the Clash. It 
also continued to stay way ahead of eve- 
ryone else with features like a satellite TV 
guide, a look into Walt Disney’s secret 
life, and the Woodstock census. 

The depressing drug crackdown had al- 
ready taken root, however. As HIGH 
TIMES pointed out, NBC was starting 
its repressive antidrug policies, and even 
the comic strips reflected the twisted hu- 
mor of the idiotic cocaine rat-feeding 
experiments. 

1980 Well, what can we say? Eve- 
ryone makes mistakes, right? The nation 
elected Ronald Reagan, and HIGH 
TIMES produced some of its, er, least 
exciting issues. Since most of the original 
staff had either been fired, quit, or drifted 
away, that’s understandable. However, 
billing HIGH TIMES as “The Magazine 
of Feeling Good” wasn't. Neither was 
putting Mick Jagger's nipple real big on 
the cover while shrinking the HIGH 
TIMES logo so small it would fit in the 
old fart’s armpit! Dean Latimer, the only 
original HIGH TIMES staffer to stick it 
‘out, protested, but to no avail. Further 
low points were the interview of Abbie 
Hoffman by Jerry Rubin (where one '60s 
turncoat radical licked the butt-of the 
other), a piece on thé pleasures of 
freebase_(i.e.—crack),.and hard-hitting 
stuff like “TV Addiction.” 


Still, you can’t point fingers. The times 
themselves were bad. April saw the “In- 
vestigation of HIGH TIMES and 
NORML.” The drug crackdown had be- 
gun. And HIGH TIMES had to retreat 
to the trenches. The war had begun in 
earnest, and the entire drug scene was 
under siege. 

Still, there were highlights. Like the Bill 
Lee interview, which exposed to the 
world exactly how widespread drugs in 
baseball were, way before today's busts, 
indictments, suspensions, and revelations 
on pro sports happened. And the Michael 
Bloomfield/R. Crumb collaboration on 
blues music: And who can forget the 
ippy for President” campaign, which 
coincided with the election of that other 
pinhead. 

1981 Almost HIGH TIMES’ last 
stand. The smoke cleared from the many 
power struggles that followed Forcade’s 
untimely demise, and staffers could con- 
centrate’on their jobs again. Some great 
stuff was published: the "I Dropped Acid 
with Groucho Marx” cover story by Paul 
Krassner; the exposés on Bolivian co- 
caine fascists; a Wrestling USA repart.on 
the up-and-coming wrestling scene; 
Frank Zappa on the moral majority; and 
much, much more. Underground car- 
toonists, as always, found fertile ground 
within the pages of the magazine to vent 
their spleen. A whole new breed of ug. 
cartoonists—Drew Friedman, Joe Col- 
eman, J.D. King, Peter Bagge, among oth- 
ers—found a welcome home in Jeff 
Tiedrich’s “Seeds and Stems” comix sec- 
tion. Robert Anton Wilson, William Bur- 
roughs, John Lurie, Ralph Steadman, 
Richard Meltzer, Legs McNeil, and other 
noted writers continued to add to 
HIGH TIMES’ already legendary roster, 
and cult figures like Thomas Szasz, David 
Johansen, R. Buckminster Fuller, Curtis 
Sliwa, David Byrne, George Romero, G. 
Gordon Liddy, and Cheech and Chong 
were among those who found a safe jour- 
nalistic haven for their offbeat, radical, 
and countercultural writings. (In Liddy's 
case, it was an “illegitimate” springboard 
to underground acceptance that led to 
TV stardom and an audience that other- 
wise would have eaten him for breakfast. 
|. guess HIGH TIMES. was fooled 
again!) 

But...a schizophrenic attitude to- 
wards cocaine developed. HIGH 
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TIMES ran an article on the “Pleasures 
and Pains of Freebase” (i.e., pre-crack) 
and “Why | Hate Cocaine” by HIGH 
TIMES associate editor Sheera Stern, 
who, in no uncertain terms, expressed 
exactly why cocaine was the '70s' vilest, 
stupidest, and most boring drug. (At least 
we got started in the right direction.) 

1982 HIGH TIMES kept up the 
good fight in the face of ever-continuing 
social pressure, bad vibes, and bullshit— 
tonoavail, A glance at some of the covers 
will give you an idea of the down mood: 
“Reagan's. Dope Advisor,” “Negative 
Girls,” “Piss Tests,” and “Conan.” (Some- 
one must have been really wrecked to 
have made Arnold Schwarzenegger a 
HIGH TIMES cover boy!) Still, the act 
was together. The first “Abuse Folio” ap- 
peared, written by the Haight Ashbury 
Free Medical Clinic's Dr. David Smith and 
Rick Seymour, dealing with drugs and 
health issues. The first “Thumbs Down on 
Cocaine” story appeared, and pot began 
its comeback, even making a few HIGH 
TIMES covers. Grow houses, the 
forerunner to grow rooms, became a 
popular subject 

Culturally, things were beginning to 
bottom out. Allen Ginsberg, DEVO, the 
Fabulous Thunderbirds, and Kevin 
Rowland of Dexy's Midnight Runners 
were among the few celebrities who 
would agree to appear in a “dirty little 
drug magazine,” as the Reagan/yuppie 
culture had branded HIGH TIMES. 
More and more fiction appeared, notably 
Charles Bukowski, whose demented 
ramblings brightened many an provoca- 
tive issue. 


The year closed on a low point. The 
December cover, “Drugs in the Bible,” 
was a big turnoff (although the story, by 
ever-intrepid Senior Editor Latimer, was 
an eye-opening read), and outrage fol- 
lowed shock as the rest of the issue de- 
voted itself to the "Beverly Hills Cocaine 
Diet,” some sick Charles Gatewood pho- 
tos, and “Teachers in Bondage.” The issue 
wasn't real popular. 


1983 Another very good year it was 
for Reagan and the antidrug forces. For 
the embattled HIGH TIMES staff, it 
was the same old boring “fight-the-good- 
fight” again. Only this time, we were los- 
ing—bad!!! There were a few interesting 
moments: “Why the Miss America Pag- 
eant Should Be Abolished,” by Josh Fried- 
man (maybe this is a good place to plug his 
Times Square book); Frank Zappa on 
“Groupies as People”; and R. Crumb'shi- 
larious “| Remember the Sixties” comix. 
And the premiere of the “Ask Ed” col- 
umn in the August issue was certainly an 
historic moment. But let’s face it: We had 
entered the nadir of the Reagan years 
But did HIGH TIMES have to interview 
YOKO ONO? Were Dennis Hopper 
(now, in 1987, he’s coo straight) and Dick 
Gregory the type of HIGH TIMES in- 
terviews that were really important to 
our readers, or were we scraping the 
bottom of the ’60s barrel? Did “R really 
all for a “ban on indica bud” because “it's 
too stupefying,” tell us to go smokeless, 
and recommend that we chant ridiculous 
bullcrap like “Thrilla from Manila” instead 
of smoking up our beloved weed? 

Still, anytime a magazine reaches the 
100th issue milestone, as HIGH TIMES 
did in Decmeber of '83, things can’t be all 
bad, right? 


1984 Here a tribute is due, to all our 
loyal fans who kept the faith and sup- 
ported us through these miserable, con- 
fused, Reagan years. If it wasn’t for you, 
HIGH TIMES would be a hazy memory 
today, and you'd be reading PEOPLE 
magazine's anniversary issue, or some- 
thing even worse! By 1984 (wasn’t that 
the name of a scary book?), the years of 
Reagan repression and Carter hypocrisy 
had taken its toll. Sure, HIGH TIMES 
was able to eke out some kickass articles 
‘on hardcore punk (which, by now, was 
the only visible underground scene left); 
developments in indoor pot growing 
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(which sowed the seeds for the budding 
HIGH TIMES revival!); and an inter- 
view with the Fugs, possibly the last °60s 
relics to escape our scrutiny. But do you 
think it was easy to bring out these issues 
in the face of massive Reagan antidrug 
wars? Do you think we wanted to inter- 
view HIGH TIMES editors, like “R” and 
Dean Latimer, instead of beautiful movie 
stars who'd allow us to ask questions first 
and have sex later? Hey, man, 1984 was a 
BUMMER!!! NOBODY wanted to talk to 
a HIPPIE, DOPE-SMOKING, DEGEN- 
ERATE RAG LIKE HIGH TIMES! 
NOBODY! (Not that Dean and “R' 
didn’t have a lot to say, BUT THEN 
AGAIN, MOST OF THESE GODDAM 
HYPOCRITES STILL WON'T TALK TO 
ust!) 

Let’s put it this way: Hitting bottom ei- 
ther meant that HIGH TIMES would 
die, and go the way of many good things, 
cor that the only way was up. So the only 
way to go was UP! 

1985 The year started on a good 
note with a new editorial staff that 
quickly ushered in a new age by beginning 
to put Humpty HIGH TIMES back to- 
gether again. And it began to pay off. The 
January issue featured a whole new crop 
of ug. cartoonists (always a harbinger of 
good things to come, no?) like Wayne 
White (who quickly graduated to “Pee 
Wee's Playhouse”), Gary Panter (the 
premiere LA. “punk” cartoonist), Mark 
Newgarden, and Mark Marek. That many 
of these same cartoonists had just been 
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MUSHROOM QUEEN! 


Babe 


kicked out of the troubled NATIONAL 
LAMPOON should not be ignored—af- 
ter all, when any magazine starts to fail, 
the first thing they do is throw out the 
comic strips! 

Slowly but surely, good journalism re- 
turned. ZZ Top owned the February 
cover (remember when they kicked 
ass?). Steve Hager, who would soon join 
the HIGH TIMES staff, wrote the first 
article on “the new psychedelia” (about 
new-wave artist Kenny Scharf). And the 
return of garage rock, the original "60s 
psychedelic noise, began to receive the 
necessary attention, 

More good news. HIGH TIMES,

by Edward Abbey’s book The Monkey Wrench Gang (in which a group of 
oddballs move through the Southwest sabotaging development equip- 
ment, toppling billboards, and generally wreaking havoc on the tech- 
nology destroying the landscape), the five began their own journey of 
hel lising, attention-getting eco-defense early in 1980. Civil disobe- 
dience was their calling card: they staged costumed protests in Na- 
tional Parks to highlight the plight of the grizzly bear, whose habitats 
are being overdeveloped; they formed human barricades in front of 
bulldozers to keep roads from being cleared in roadiess wilderness; 
sat atop trees in Cathedral Forest to keep the old-stand Douglas firs 
there from being cut; staged sit-ins and protested loudly in an effort to 
bring the machinery of destruction to a halt. 

Other environmental groups—the Sierra Club, National Wildlife Soci- 
ety, et al—ignored the Earth First!ers until billboards began toppling 
and planned wilderness road survey stakes disappeared; then they 
publicly disowned the new crew. Civil disobedience could be toler- 
ated, but vandalism was too much to ignore. 

But the Earth First! crew saw it differently: They had all put in their 
time within the system and knew how it worked, knew where it f: di 
and understood that while the mainstream saw to it that legislative 
committees wasted time studying proposals, the very land they were 
working to save was being ravaged. The five had set out to call atten- 
tion to the problem in a way that would confront the populace, stir up 
the average person, and shake up the system. And it was working: The 
notice their actions received drew other frustrated environmentalists 
to their cause. Acts of civil disobedience began occurring throughout 
the southwest and were credited to the Earth First! group. A move- 
ment was born. 

Of course, not being hierarchical, the movement had (and has) to rely 
on the individuals within it to be responsible for their own actions, to 
make their own decisions whe' a letter-writing campaign will be 
less effective than burning a bulldozer. And “officially,” the group has 
never sanctioned the sort of destruction of property that has given 
them their notoriet; 's illegal and all that. Sometimes they have even 
decried it as indulgent vandalism. Individually, however, they favor 
what has come to be known as monkeyrenching. “Sort of like throwing 
a monkeywrench into the gears of the machinery destroying the wil- 
derness,” Dave Foreman, one of the five cofounders of the movement 
says. “The monkeywrencher becomes the wilderness defending it 
self.” But he is quick to add that monkeywrenching must be kep’ 
context: It is only one of the things the direct-action group promotes. 
Howie Wolke, another of the five cofounders of Earth First! adds, 
“Don't forget, we’re the last line of defense for the wilderness. No com- 
promise. No more compromises with the environment.” 

Some of their work has been effective. Lumber sales have been 
stopped because of tree-spiking (trees riddled with Is ruin saw 
blades and make lumbering a costly venture). Some wilderness roads 
have been sabotaged so often that funding has been cut off and pro- 
jects put on hold indefinitely. But some other deviltry has backfired, 
drawing negative public sentiment. That’s the risk you take when no 
one’s directing traffic: “We're not like other environmental groups. We 
don’t tell people what to do or not to do. We trust people to act respon- 
}. The only thing we ask is that everything be nonviolent. Respect 
all life,” Dave Foreman told me. aN

HIGH TIMES: It seems that in 
your book, Ecodefense, and in 
the Earth First! Journal you 
concentrate on illegal or shady 
government activities. True? 
DAVE FOREMAN: Well, not 
really. A lot of government 
agencies like the Forest 
Service and the Road 
Builders operate ina fairly 
sleazy way, but | think that 
they are doing their job, 
which is basically to destroy 
the wilderness, to make tree 
farms out of diverse and wild 
ecosystems. We're not just 
criticizing the abuses by the 
government, we're criticizing 
their fundamental activities. 
HT- You make the point that 
‘much, if not most, of the work 
done on public lands is not 
profitable. Why would the 
government engage in money- 
losing operations while ruining 
the wilderness? 

DF: It’s because they don’t 
worry about whether it’s 
profitable or not. They see 
the timber sales as land 
management and | think that 
a person in the Forest 
Service, a forest supervisor, 
has an almost religious 
fervor to put management on 
all the areas they control. 
“Let's put roads back there. 
Unless you're logging it, 
you're not managing it.” 
That’s their job. So ina tot of 
cases they see logging off 
virgin forest and putting 
roads in a roadless area as a

management of wild, high- 
country area. That's their 
job. They've been doing it for 
50 years. You go into a forest 
service office and you'll find 
maps that represent their 
dream road network,which 
accesses everything on the 
map. 

HT: Would you call it compulsive? 
DF: Exactly! It’s basic 
imperial arrogance. We don't 
claim that Forest Supervisors 
take kickbacks. They’re not 
involved in that kind of 
greed. What they are 
involved in is a desire to 
have control over the earth. 
Control over the forests. And 
I think that’s something 
environmental groups 
haven't come to terms with 
yet: the psychology of what's 
going on now. 

HT: Let's say an area is lucky 
enough to be declared a Primitive 
Wilderness Area. Will this 
compulsion force them to one day 
move into even those areas 
designated untouchable? 

DF: Good question. Once an 
area is designated a 
wilderness, that’s a kind of 
management unit, so they 
can sort of pretend to be 
managing it. I think what 
bothers them most of all are 
those areas that are sort of a 
no man’s land, wild and 
roadless but not designated a 
wilderness. But there 
certainly could be pressure 
‘to go into Wilderness Areas. 
Watt (James Watt, former 
Secretary of the Interior— 
Ed.] tried to do that ina 
couple of areas. He tried to 
do oil and gas leasing in 
protected areas in the 
northern Rockies. Donald 
O'Dell has the same values 
as Watt (O'Dell is the current 
Secretary of the Interior— 
Ed.) but he can pursue those 
goals without making as 
much noise. He doesn’t have

During 1984, Congress passed legislation designating minimal National Forest wildemess acreages for 
most states (generally onfy slightly larger than the pitiful RARE II recommendations and concentrating on 
“rocks and ice” instead of crucial forested (ands). In the next few years, similar picayune legislation for Na- 
tional Forest wilderness will probably be enacted. The other roadless areas will be eliminated from consider- 
ation.

DF: True. One of the things 


we try to do is provide 
internal criticisms of the 
ecology movements. | think 
any group should be open to 
criticism and analysis. One 
of the things about the 
environmental movement 
was that none of their 
skeletons were out of the 
loset. There was no 
criticism from within, no 
open discussion about 
strategy or anything. | think 
we're trying to do that. | think 


‘one of the things to keep in 
mind also is that the people 
offering those criticism 
generally have been involved 
with the group they're 
criticizing. Someone who 
worked with the Sierra Club 
might say, “This is the 
problem with the Sierra 
Club,” or Paul Watson. ... 
HT: With the Sea Shepherd? 

DF: Yes. Paul Watson might 
criticize Greenpeace, but he 
was one of the founders of 


Greenpeace. The other thing 
‘to keep in mind with monkey- 
wrenching is that a lot of 
members of the Sierra Club 
and the other mainstream 
movements have monkey- 
wrenched. They do the 
aboveboard thing, but there 
are a lot of them, and if 
‘they're out hiking and they 
‘come on survey stakes in 
wilderness areas, the survey 
‘stakes go. 
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as one of a number of viable tools for the conservationist: “You have to 


keep it in context. You have lawsuits and appeals going on, the work of 
legislators, and letter-writing campaigns. Then you have civil disobedi- 
ence and monkeywrenching. It can't really stand alone and be 
effective.” 

In a short, Thoreau-esque introductory chapter to Ecodefense, 
Foreman—who worked as a mainstream environmentalist for nearly 
ten years while with the Wilderness Society—presents the reader with 
an overview of the magnitude of the problem: less than twenty percent 
of the wilderness land in this country is currently protected against 
logging and other forms of development despite the efforts of tradi- 
tional environmentialists like the Sierra Club and the National Wildlife 
Society. Logging, oil and gas exploration, and land management are all 
contributing to the rapid loss of deciduous forest, wildlife habitat, and 
the resulting loss of natural diversity. Read this chapter introduc- 
tion. It is essential for an understanding of the philosophy that has 
pushed so many mainstream environmentalists into the radical world 
of personal-risk monkeywrenching. 

But while Foreman declares that the time has come “for men and 
women...to act heroically and admittedly illegally in defense of the 
wild,” he does not favor or espouse a thoughtless approach. “Don’t 
hurt anyone, respect all life,” is repeatedly stressed. Responsibility and 
foresight in using the techniques discussed are the pre-requisites he 
encourages which separate ecodefense from indulgent vandalism. 
“Senseless vandalism is counterproductive [to the movement ] and 
leads to a loss of public sympathy.” Targeting the proper culprits, pick- 
ing the best spot, and doing the homework is the responsibility of the 
individual monkeywrencher. “Monkeywrenchers are very conscious 
of the gravity of what they do...they remember that they are engaged 
in the most moral of all actions: protecting life, defending the earth.” 

Ecodefense is an invaluable tool for the radical defender of the envi- 
ronment. 
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HT: Do you think monkey- 
wrenching has any real effect? 
DF: | think it does. Where the 
effect is important is where 
there’s a lot of it going on, 
where there's a continuing 
campaign. That's a strategy 
I've tried to lay out in my 
introduction, because for 
monkeywrenching to be 
effective it has to be 
happening in a lot of places, 
it has to be continual. Then 
you just might make things 
‘so expensive that they can’t 
continue: There are cases 
where timber sales have 
been dropped because of 
monkeywrenching. All of this 
‘stuff going on concurrently is 
an attempt to thwart the 
destruction of wild areas. It 
can’t really stand alone. 

HT: How does the average guy get 
information on what is going on 
environmentally? 

DF: One way is to contact the 
Forest Service and get on 
their mailing lists. If you live 
in an area you should know 
what's going on there. Our 
basic organizational 
approach is that we're here 
doing our thing. We don't 
have the resources to 
establish groups where no 
one is interested. In other 
words, we're looking for self 
starters. It’s like your 
question on where we get the 
information we cover in the 
Earth First! Journal: It's 
because someone in Earth 
First! is interested in an 
issue. It’s not a situation like 
other groups where you have 
a Board of Directors and a 
staff and you can tell people 
what to do. Earth First! 
doesn’t te people what to 
do. | do have some input with 
the Earth First! Journal, but 
it still comes down to the 
people. M22

Since its inception on November 4, 1952. the NSA has 
‘tapped phones, intercepted private cables, and compiled 
endless computer printouts with names of individuals 
considered to be a threat to national security. The agen- 
cy's capacity for electronic surveillance is staggering. In 
the late ‘60s, President Richard Nixon asked the NSA to 
help him dismantie the antiwar movement. The plan 
failed, but Nixon turned to the agency again in 1971 when 
he launched the first war on drugs, during which period 
the NSA instituted a watch list for suspected drug offend- 
ers. Fortunately, this project was shut down in 1973. De- 
spite its power, size, and influence, not one American in 
ten has ever heard of the NSA 

In 1969, at the close of his second tour of duty, Mueller 
called his parents and informed them he was going to 
England for a three-year tour. They assumed he was still 
in the service. But he wasn't. Mueller's work in England 
was sensitive and he couldn't tell his parents the truth. 
He relocated to Cheltenham, Gloucestershire, a peaceful 
community 80 miles west of London, and purchased ared 
MGB sportscar. 

Like many servicemen during the waning years of the 
Vietnam War, Mueller had difficulty adjusting to civilian 
life. Within a matter of months, he was displaying signs of 
serious psychological problems. His first nervous 
breakdown seems to have been precipated by an un- 
happy love affair. A nurse who interviewed him later 
‘wrote: “John talked about the girl with whom he was seri- 
‘ous. He appeared to have many feelings, some of resent- 
ment, but could not express them. It was shortly after 
John wrote her a letter and got no reply that he smashed 
up his car while drinking.” After wrecking the car, Mueller 
returned to his apartment, went into a frenzy, and 
smashed everything in sight. He was hospitalized and lost 
his job. Three weeks later he was discharged with a pre- 
‘scription for Stelazine, an antipsychotic medication. 

In September 1970, Mueller boarded a plane and re- 
turned to his parents’ house in Jefferson, where his men- 
tal health continued to deteriorate. Despite his emotional 
problems, Mueller made an unexpected move one week 
after coming home: He married a woman five years his ju- 
nior. At the time, the family knew something was wrong, 
but everyone kept silent. Mueller found a job working for 
the Jefferson Well Drilling Company and seemed deter- 
mined to lead a normal, domestic life. The plan failed. 

On the night of June 30th, after much encouragement 
from his family and his wife, Mueller admitted himself into 
‘the Madison Veteran's Administration Hospital. Accord- 
ing to a psychiatrist's report: “Several family sessions 
were held and it came out that John thought he had ‘mur- 
dered a prostitute while in England.’ The accuracy of this 
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statement was not confirmed, but John continued to be- 
lieve that he had committed such an act. He told his minis- 
ter that he knew he would never be forgiven for anything 
he had done, and would never accept the minister's reas- 
surances that he would be forgiven.” The diagnosis? 
Acute paranoid schizophrenia. 

On August 5th, Mueller was discharged on a daily dose 
of 800 mg. of thioridazine (the maximum allowable dos- 
age), combined with 200 mg. of Thorazine. (In other 
words, enough tranquilizer to turn the average human 
into a lead-footed zombie.) 

Six months later, Mueller was hired as a law enforce- 
ment officer, working for the Jefferson County Sheriff's 
Department. The following year his wife gave birth to a 
boy. Mueller was not present at the birth, however, hav- 
ing been recently admitted to the veteran's hospital, 
where he remained for four months. Hospital records 
made public during his trial contain the following 
summary: 

“After exhibiting several days of agitated schizophrenic 
behavior including gouging his eyes superficially with a 
pencil, (Mueller) tended to gradually improve his behav- 
ior. . .. Although we had some hesitation about his return 
to police work, and are hopeful that he will begin to con- 
sider other less threatening work options, we discharged 
him to outpatient treatment, to be followed weekly by 
psychology and social work service. He was to continue 
his medications, Thorazine 50 mg. four times daily.” 

The Sheriff of Jefferson County wanted to keep Muel- 
ler onthe force, but on a part-time basis, working jail duty. 
However, Mueller grew dissatisfied with this arrange- 
ment and eventually quit. 

Hopes that Mueller might regain his mental health re- 
ceived a severe setback in 1974, when he discovered his 
three-year-old son Danny was suffering from reticuloen- 
dotheliosis. a rare blood disease. Mueller had difficulty ac- 
cepting his sor’s illness, eventually concluding it was 
God's punishment for his own sins. In March, Mueller suf- 
fered another breakdown and was taken to the hospital. 
where he exhibited inappropriate behavior (smiling while 
discussing his son's illness and boasting of earning 
$100,000 a year as a salesmen). 

Strangely enoush, after being discharged Mueller was 
hired as police chief of Mazonanie, a small town south of 
Sauk City with a reputation as the local "Dodge City." He 
held that position for four years and remained emationally 
stable, despite his son's death in 1975. In 1978, a daugh- 
ter, Paula. was born. Mueller and his wife met with their 
pediatrician, Dr. Dvorak, and discussed Danny's death in 
detail for the first time. Although Dvorak wasn't sure of 
the cause of death, he admitted that valban, cortisone 
and cobalt treatments may have been a contributing fac- 
tor. According to Mueller’s wife, the statement hada last- 
ing effect on Mueller, leading him to believe his son had 
been killed by drug treatments. Later that year, after a 
dispute with the town board (a board Mueller would later 
accuse of being involved with drugs), he was fired. Muel- 
ler went tojunior college for a period and attended a train- 
ing session in Texas in hopes of buying into a 
job-motivational teaching franchise. The night he re- 
turned, his wife jokingly spoke of getting a divorce. Muel- 
ler was unable to sleep and had a number of crying spells 
His wife called the hospital and Mueller's doctor recom- 
mended an additional 25 mg. of chlorpromazine, which al- 
lowed Mueller to sleep. The following night. however. 
Mueller was unable to sleep even with the additional 
medication. Several times during the night he halluci- 
nated blood on his wife’s arm and leg, and was unable to 
stop thinking about his son's death. On July 9th, he was 
drivento the hospital and remained under observation for 
six days.

“We felt John’s calm appearance and behavior repre- 
sented his attempt to control with rigidity his fragmented 
thinking,” wrote the attending doctor. “With his observing 
ego, he was probably acutely aware of this fragmenta- 
nN and wanted to appear normal. As he had been main- 
tained on chlorpromazine as an outpatient, we 
attempted to control him by increasing doses. However, 
on the second hospital day he acutely decornpensated, 
became acutely agitated, disorganized, and paranoid, 
with blocking and required tranquilization with I.M. and 
seclusion.” 

After his release, Mueller went through a succession of 
menial. dead-end jobs. His wife insisted that they sepa- 
rate; they remained apart until their divorce became final 
in 1983. CAt the divorce proceeding Mueller’s wife sug- 
gested a program of “mental health consultation” be es- 
tablished for her husband, a suggestion that went 
ignored.) 

Mueller’s violent tendencies surfaced several times 
during his visits to the hospital. On January 1, 1982, he 
‘escaped while Undergoing treatment and wound up in a 
“scuffle” with a stranger in a city building. The stranger 
later dropped charges against Mueller after discovering 
‘he was a mental p: nt. However, the following morn- 
ing. Mueller refused medication and again attempted to 
leave his ward without permission. He was stopped by a 
‘nurse smoking a jarette. 

“What's that smell?" he said. “That's cyanide. Put it 
out.” 

Mueller grabbed the cigarette and tried to put it out on 
‘the nurse's arm. After “Code Orange” was called. he was 
removed to the quiet room. 

“Is it God's will that |go in there,” he asked repeatedly. “I 
want to see God's will. I'l go into the quiet room but it’s 
against my will. 

Mueller continued to refuse medication, stalked 
round the room, and constantly looked over his shoulder 
‘as if someone was sneaking up on him. 

The next day, Dr. John H. Greist, the psychiatrist who 
has written the most probing and detailed analysis of 
Mueller, visited the quiet room. According to his notes 
which became available during the trial), Greist: 

“Entered seclusion room at 11:41 a.m. with Mrs. Keep- 
man while Mr. Mueller was asleep. He appeared to be 
asleep. When awakened, he attempted to sit up, then lay 


down again. | asked to feel his pulse and he quickly rose 
and moved back against the window, pointed at me and 
said something about ‘Satan.’ He appeared frightened, 
was staggering, and moved toward the door, grasping, 
but not hurting, Mrs. Keepman. We gradually moved out- 
side the room and Mrs. Keepman was able to get him to 
return to his mattress after considerable persuasion.” 

In the spring of 1983, Mueller's brother, Wayne, was 
working for a car dealership in Sauk City, and noticed an 
announcement in the Sauk City Star for a police officer. He 
sent the paper to his brother and suggested he apply for 
‘the job. Mueller passed the oral exam with flying colors 
and was sent to the Madison Area Technical College Po- 
lice Academy, where he also excelled. He was chosen to 
give the class valedictory speech, which was later de- 
scribed as being “carefree.” 

Thanksgiving was frequently an upsetting holiday for 
Mueller, and shortly after assuming his duties with the 
Sauk City police force (the weekend before Thanksgiv- 
ing), Wayne noticed his brother was having problems 
sleeping again. A restraining order had just been placed 
on Mueller limiting visits with his daughter. 

“John talked slow, in left field, cooked supper, which 
was cold, was drinking more beer than usual, and wanted 
me to leave the apartment to see a friend even though 
my family was there.” recalls Wayne. Later that night 
Mueller’s landlord informed Wayne that his brother had 
been up the past two nights pacing the floor. Wayne vis- 
ited his brother, who claimed to be upset over his recent 
divorce. John also objected to his daughter being allowed 
to dance to rock music, which he described as being “re- 
ally evil." Wayne went home, but had to return after a 
late-night phone call. This sequence was repeated a sec- 
‘ond time, and Wayne drove his brother to the hospital. He 
returned home at 5:30 am, and received yet another 
phone call. “I should watch out if | were you,” said John, 
“because they are out to get me.” Wayne asked who 
“they” were, but received no reply. 

Later that week, when Wayne visited his brother in the 
hospital, John informed him that he had “to go to 
Washington, D.C. to meet the generals in the Pentagonto 
solve the world’s problems.” Wayne told a psychologist 
his brother “went into a trancelike state, babbling words 
that were recognizable but didn’t fit together to make 

continued over 
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any sense, and then said, ‘the Holy Ghost has just spoken, 
believe it." 

Although Mueller managed to hide his mental illness 
from most people, he had a harder time fooling wornen 
than men. At his favorite hangout, the Eagle Inn, where 
he ate most of his meals, the younger waitresses were 
certainly wary of him. Mueller asked a few for their phone 
numbers, but they refused. Mueller followed one of them 
home in his squad car, and she got so flustered that she 
fell and twisted her ankle. 

However, there was one woman who was not afraid of 
Mueller: Patsy Murphy. An attractive divorcee with two 
children aged 8 and 11, Murphy had already been through 
one bad marriage plagued by alcohol and violence. As far 
as she was concerned, Mueller was a dream date who 
showered her with attention, sent her romantic letters, 
and behaved with impeccable manners. Even more im- 
portant, he was a quiet man willing to listen thoughtfully 
to her many problems. 

In August 1986, Mueller and Murphy visited the Wiscon- 
sin Dells. Within a month, they were engaged to be mar- 
ried. Mueller found a house in Prarie du Sac he wanted to 
buy. He needed money and became interested in starting 
a photography business to supplement his income. 

‘On September 10th Mueller visited a local attorney to 
seek advice on filing suit against a wornan who had ac- 
cused him of molesting young girls while on duty. The fol- 
lowing day, he called his brother Lynn and asked him to 
come over and look at the house he wanted to buy. Lynn 
felt his brother was having trouble focussing his thoughts 
and asked what was wrong. Mueller replied, “There's lots 
of pressure, a lot going on.’ 

On September 14th Mueller got off work at 7 PM, and 
drove straight to Murphy's house. For several days, he'd 
been looking forward to seeing the President's speech 
concerning the “War on Drugs.” Still dressed in his un- 
iform, Mueller sat rigidly in front of the television, staring 
intently at the screen, saying nothing until the speech 
was over. After dinner, he drove home and threw all the 
alcohol in his apartment away. The President had told him 
drinking was evil, and Mueller always obeyed his Presi- 
dent. He also decided not to take his medication. Without 
a tranquilizer, however, Mueller was unable to sleep. He 
spent the night pacing the floor. listening to a cassette 
tape titled “How to Relax” by Norman Vincent Peale. 

The following day, Mueller and his fiancée had a meet- 
ing with Mueller’s pastor concerning their upcoming wed- 
ding. Murphy, a Catholic, was planning to convert to the 
Lutheran faith. Mueller arrived at Murphy's house looking 
unkempt and frazzled. He explained his unusual appear- 
ance by saying he'd “been up all night with diarrhea.” Mur- 
phy offered him coffee, but he requested water. “Well, 
you know where the water is,” said Murphy. Mueller then 
changed his mind and asked for coffee. 

While driving to the church, Murphy admitted she was 
nervous. Mueller uncharacteristically walked ahead of 
her into the church. 

During the meeting, Mueller seemed preoccupied with 
minor matters, while Murphy tried to plan the details of 
the ceremony. The pastor asked if Murphy was aware of 
Mueller’s background. Murphy confessed she knew very 
little about her prospective husband. At this point, Muel- 
ler became agitated and asked to leave the room. While 
he was gone, the pastor told Murphy about Mueller's 
mental problems. Mueller abruptly entered the room and 
stated it was time to leave. 

The couple drove to Mueller's apartment, which was, 
atypically, in a state of disarray. A bottle of pills from the

Veterans Administration Hospital was on the table. 

“What are these for?” asked Murphy, picking up the 
bottle. 

“You know, for a chemical imbalance caused by my 
drinking problem,” said Mueller evasively, while leading 
her into the living room. 

‘What do you want to tell me?" asked Mueller.

Mueller began to cry. “If he’s going to get personal, | 
don't ever want to go back to that church.” 

Later that night, Mueller arrived at the Eagle Inn for din- 
ner and discovered the booths were full.

felt he was the most sensible, down-to-earth officer on 
the force.

That night, Mueller was unable to sleep and paced the 
floor continuously. At 8:30 AM he arrived at Murphy's 
house for breakfast looking wild and glassy-eyed. His hair 
was uncombed, he couldn't sit still, and he swore re- 
peatedly. “He's been caught with his. pants down in the 
squad car,” he said of one of his fellow officers. Mueller's 
hands were shaking. He ate a slice of toast with peanut 
butter, got up to leave, kissed Murphy, and left a smear of 
Peanut butter on her face 

Later that day, he called Murphy at work and spoke ina 
slow, robotic voice. “Is this Patricia or Peaches,” he 
asked. “What are you doing? Don't ask me any questions. 
l'lldo the asking. You tell me the whole story. Tell me what 
you did. | know it's been bothering you for along time.” 

‘What's the matter?" asked Murphy. “Give me a hint.” 

“You know,” replied Mueller.

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Det Ss t Manny Bolz was the 

e g @ first member of the 
Sauk County Sheriff's Department to arrive at the scene 
of the shooting. After hearing details of the murder, he ar- 
rested Muailer and delivered hin tothe county jal Bolz 
searched the August Derleth parking lot and found 34 
marijuana plants in the bushes. He also searched Gra- 
ham's toolbox in the truck and found a baggie containing a 
groomed marijuana bud. Bolz’s case was not against Gra- 
ham, however, who was dead, but against Mueller, anda 
search of his home proved even more revealing. 

Mueller's small, second-story apartment was filled with 
religious books and Republican Party propaganda. Bolz 
discovered framed photographs of Bush and Reagan, a 
flag folded military style on a chair, a notebook filled with 
letters addressed to Reagan, and several self-improve- 
ment books, including How to Sell Yourself: Write Better. 
Speak Better; The Miracle of Speech Power; and Profes- 
sionals at Their Best. 


While Mueller’s strange life was gradually uncovered 
during his trial, the unfortunate victim remained sorne- 
thing of a mystery. “I didn't even know John Graham ex- 
isted,” Chief Rentmeester told James Romenesko of 
Milwaukee magazine.” Nobody in our department ever 
had contact with the man, even as much as given him a 
4 warning ticket.” 

Unfortunately, Crystal Graham couldn't provide much 
insight into why her husband might have been driving a 
load of marijuana, and continued to insist he did not 
smoke or cultivate the plant. Mrs. Graham portrayed her 
husband as a genial, laid-back country boy whose only in- 
terests were hunting, fishing. and listening to the Statler 
Brothers. This does not seem strange. however, when 
one considers that Mrs. Graham is a former undercover 
narcotics officer herself. 

‘My husband) would talk to most anyone.” Mrs. Gra- 
ham told James Romenesko of Milwaukee magazine. "He 
couldn't sit still. Four walls would get to him. He was a col 
lector of anything and everything, and especially if it had 
something to do with hunting. He loved knives and 
guns.” 

Born in Winter Garden, Florida, Graham was the son of 
migrant workers, and he spent most of his youth travel- 
ing the country working on farms. He joined the air force 
and was stationed in San Antonio, where he married 
Crystal Olson. That same year he obtained a job with the 
phone company in Orlando, Florida. Crystal, meanwhile, 
joined the Orlando Police Department 

Mrs. Graham refused to talk to HIGH TIMES, but ac- 
cording to Milwaukee magazine: “In 1971, she was given 
the plum assignment of infiltrating the office of a local chi- 
ropractor who was suspected of dealing drugs. Crystal 
who enjoyed this kind of clandestine work, got into the of- 
fice by answering a help-wanted ad placed by the chiro- 
practor.

Judge James Evenson ordered Mueller 
taken to the Mendota Mental Health Cen- 
ter in Madison, where he remains under 
treatment. During the sentencing, Mueller 
looked passively around the room, an eerie 
smile fixed on his face. He continued to 
maintain his innocence, and was quite up- 
set to learn he'd been fired from the Sauk 
City police force. 

Mueller is an unfortunate man suffering from a 
serious ilness. For many years, his grasp on reality 
has been tenuous, his mind clouded by psychoac- 
tive chemicals of his own making. Mueller realized 
his illness and reached for the firmest anchors he 
could find: Ged and country.

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Dear Ed, 

When plants that were growing indoors 
are moved outdoors, do you slowly place 
them in the sun (keep under a shade tree, 
next day give them half shade, half sun, 
then day put them in the sun)? Or if they 
can be put directly in the sun, how can 
you keep them from dying or stunting 
their growth? 

—Anon.

The amount of hardening that a seed- 
ling or clone grown Indoors requires 
depends on the amount of sunlight the 
plants receive in the field. Plants suf- 
fer shock from two things: intense so- 
lar radiation, and more specifically, 
the intense UV light. 

This varles by latitude, elevation, 
and season aswell as cloud cover. The 
lower the latitude and the higher the 
altitude, the more intense the light and 
UV radiation. Light intensity and dura- 
tion Increase from December 22, the 
first day of winter and shortest day of 
the year, until June 22, the first day of 
summer and longest day of the year; 
then light Intensity and duration start 
going down again. 

If the sun feels strong enough to 
cause a burn on a light-skinned per- 
son, then it will probably affect unhar- 
dened plants. A better survival test Is 
to plant one and see how it does. If It 
adjusts, the others can be planted. If it 
Is killed by excessive light, the plants 
need to be hardened. 

There are several ways to get your 
plants used to UV light before they are 
placed outdoors. Sun lamps are very 
strong in UV radiation and the plants 
can be given increasing amounts of 
this light over a period of one to two 
weeks. The plants can be placed in 
front of an open window, or a light and 
UV-transmitting plastic film, or plate 
such as Filon or greenhouse plastic. 
(Glass usually filters UV light.) Or as 
you suggest, they can be gradually ac- 
climated to the outdoor environment. 

Sometimes the old leaves, which 
grew before transplanting outside, ac- 
tually die under the stress of intense 
light. However, the plants then grow 
new leaves that are resistant to UV 
light and continue to grow.

For indoor growing, should the pH be 
adjusted after the fertilizers are added to 
the water, or should | adjust the water to 7 
pH and then add the fertilizer?

Is it possible to overlight a grow room? | 
have a 9-by-14-foot room and light it with 
three 1000-watt high pressure sodiums 
(HPS) and one 1000-watt metal halide 
(MH) lamp.

The grow room contains 126 square 
feet. Usually growers use about 20 
watts per square foot, in this case 
about 2500 watts, or 2/2 HPS or MH 
lamps. Brighter light will promote 
faster growth as long as the plants’ re- 
quirements of CO,, nutrients, and wa- 
ter are met. The brighter light will also 
encourage tighter bud growth. 

The big problem with generating 
this much light Is keeping the grow 
room temperature down, since so 
much heat Is created. 


Dear Ed, 

| would like to thank “Sinsemilla Sal” 
from Alaska for her tip about white vine- 
gar to correct high pH. After testing my 
water and finding it closer to 9 than to 7, | 
realized why | had such a poor crop, one 
that was dropping as many leaves as it 
was growing. 

After finding the right amount of vine- 
gar to lower the pH to 6.8, my plants took 
off! An Afghani-African hybrid that was 
only six inches after six weeks of growth 
before using the vinegar, is now ten weeks 
old and 14 inches tall! 

The only problem I'm still having is the 
leaves at the bottom; three or four of the 
fifteen fernales of various hybrids are yel- 
lowing from the tips of the fingers in. The 
yellowing is just at the bottom and close 
to the main stem. Further out and up, the 
branches are healthy, green, and growing 
well. A couple of plants that | started after 
I started using the vinegar don’t have this 
problem. Got any ideas?

It might be a slight nitrogen deficiency 
or an imbalance caused by the previ- 
ous condition. Before taking action, 
see if the condition works itself out in 
aweek or so.

Would it be possible to add citrus juice 
to my plants to give them a sweet taste— 
for example, orange or grapefruit juice?

Adding a fruit juice could kill the 
plants. Most fruit juices, including cit- 
tus juices, are very acidic and will 
mess up the plants’ pH.

Ihave a small garden in my bedroom 
closet, consisting of 11 plants under a 
400-watt metal halide (MH). The plants 
are 45 days old and 2 feet high. How soon 
should Icut back the light and still achieve 
maximum potency? | have enough room 
for them to grow to 6 feet.

If you cut the light back now, the 
plants will grow another foot or two, as 
they will at 3 feet. However, a 400-watt 
MH lamp penetrates a depth of no 
deeper than a foot of vegetation and 
will support active budding only to 
that depth. There would be no gain in 
letting the plants grow taller. Put them 
Into flowering riow. 


Dear Ed, 

After plants have stopped flowering, 
can you rebud the plants instead of clon- 
ing them?

Green Bay, Wisconsin 


Yes. Putthe plants on continuous light 
and most of them will regrow. Make 
sure to leave some leaves on them or 
they may not make it. 


Dear Ed, 

In the book Marijuana Botany by Ro- 
bert Clarke, and in the HIGH TIMES 
“Sea of Green” article (October '86), the 
substance IAAA is mentioned as a chemi- 
al useful for flowering. Do you recom- 
mend it? Where can I get some?

IAAA Is an analog of Indoleacetic acid. 
This is an auxin that promotes growth 
and Is found in the growing tips of 
plants. It is responsible for apical 
dominance by causing meristem elon- 
gation. It is commonly found in pack- 
ages of root-growth stimulants and 
transplanting compounds. There have 
been some ‘reports of increased flow- 
ering in females with the use of |AAA, 
but more research is needed. 


Dear Ed, 

If | was to walk into my grow room dur- 
ing flowering, during the dark period, with 
a red-light flashlight, would it delay flower 
setting or harm the plants in any way? 
—Big Bob Bud 


though it would not do as much 
a blue-spectrum lamp 
which the plants use to regulate thelr 
cycle. The best light to use in a dark 
grow room is a green light, which has 
no effect on the plants. 


Dear Ed, 

I got some seeds that have been grown 
outdoors in Michigan the last few years. | 
planted them indoors in a hydroponic set- 
Up, lighted by a 400-watt MH and a 400- 
watt HPS. Lights were left on 18 hours, off 
6 hours. In the fourth week my plants 
looked good and healthy, but 5 of my 12 
plants flowered and showed to be males. 
‘How come the plants flowered before the 
light was turned back to a 12-hour photo- 
period?

The plants had adapted to the Michi- 
gan environment and began thelr 
flowering in early July so that the 
seeds would be mature by mid Sep- 
tember. To begin flowering that early, 
the plants are triggered by many fewer 
hours of darkness than 12. Apparently 
6 hours was enough to trigger them. 
Instead of putting the lights down to 
12 hours on these plants during flow- 
ering, It should be lowered to 14-16 
hours of light. 


Dear Ed, 

use a small electric heater to keep my 
garden warm. It glows with a dim, yellow- 
red light. Will this light affect my plant's 
flowering cycle?

North Georgia 


Probably not. The plant’s flowering cy- 
cle Is primarily regulated by the blue 
spectrum of light. However, shading 
the light Is good insurance. 


Dear Ed, 

Can you freeze clones and bring them 
back to life at will?

No. Frozen clones will die. But they 
can be stored in the vegetable crisper 
portion of the refrigerator for up to two 
weeks.

MARIJUANA 
LAWS

he Dutch Information Agency 

states two important points with re- 

gard to law enforcement and Dutch 
drug policy 


“First, In order to have any effect, the (pre- 
ventive) message must be absolutely clear 
to the recipients. When drug Information is 
placed In the broader context of hazardous 
consumptive habits (alcohol, tobacco, fat, 
sugar, etc.) and healthy conduct, it Is very 
difficult to explain why one is free to moder- 
ately drink alcoholic beverages and why 
the use of drugs cannot be tolerated. The 
only hard distinction Is a legal one: the pos- 
session of drugs Is prohibited. Any other 
distinction, medical, psychological, or so- 
lal, Is bound to fail when related to advice 
‘on how to behave....In other words: the 
general preventive effects of the penal law 
on the use of drugs Is very questionable 
when drugs are available. Second, drugs 
are available....We have to acknowledge 
that preventing drug use Is a favorable but 
not reallstic goal of (international) drug 
policy." 


For these reasons, Dutch administra 
tive and legislative policy is aimed at drug 
“problems,” not drug “ust 

This policy places Holland in direct 
conflict with most other countries in Eu- 
rope, as stated in a 1984 report to the 
UN 
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le by Warren Weitzman 


“The drug abuse and trafficking situation in 
Western Europe is grim and deterlorating. 
‘The number of abusers, involving even the 
very young, Is growing, and the number of 
drug-related deaths Is increasing In many 
countries... At a time when Irresponsible 
recourse to dangerous dependence-pro- 
ducing substances is rapidly on the rise, It 
Is essential that there should be unbroken 
continuity of all control measures in all 
countries of the region. Inadequate exer- 
clse of drug contro! on the part of one gov- 
ernment can affect the situation not only In 
that country Itself, but also In other, partic- 
ularly neighboring, countries." 


Regardless of international political at- 
titudes, Holland is a proving ground for 
the world to observe the effects of law en- 
forcernent's tolerant and lenient policy re- 
garding drug use. 


HISTORY OF DUTCH DRUG LAWS 
The 1925 Geneva Convention of 
Opium and Other Narcotic Drugs was the 
first conference in which the issue of 
hemp or marijuana use, distribution, or 
cultivation was even addressed on an in- 
ternational level. “The Geneva Confer- 
ence placed Indian hemp for the first time 
within the internationally recognized 
group of dangerous drugs and, very 
largely through the initiative of the Egyp- 
tian delegation, established a system of 


control over the export of resin obtained 
from Indian hemp and the ordinary prepa- 
rations made from it (hashish, esrar, 
chiras, djambe).”* Included in the citings 
of that convention, the definition of Indian 
hemp remained: “the dried flowering or 
fruiting tops of the pistillate plant canna- 
bis sativa L. from which the resin has not 
been extracted, under whatever name 
they may be designated in commerce."* 

The statements, goals, and definitions 
of the 1928 Opium Act were to stand as 
the basic principles of Dutch law. 

In 1934, “Indian Hemp” was consid- 

ered to be of enough major consequence 
to drug control as to require further study.* 
In the 1936 Convention, that policy was 
reiterated with some interesting contribu- 
tors: 
“The Conference for the Suppression of 
the Illicit Traffic in Dangerous Drugs con- 
vened at Geneva from June 8 to June 26, 
1936. Forty-two governments participated. 
Fuller and Harry S. Anslinger, with Frank S. 
Ward as legal adviser, composed the Amer- 
ican delegation. Early inthe conference the 
Americans proposed an amendment to the 
draft convention which sought to bring 
within the scope of the proposed conven- 
tion all drugs covered by the existing 
treaties, including raw materials and smok- 
Ing opium. This amendment was designed 
to put into effect the American contention 
that the drug treaties already in effect re- 
quired the parties to them to suppress the 
abuse of all narcotic drugs—raw oplum 
and Its derivatives, prepared opium, the 
coca leaf and its derivatives, and cannabis. 
The proposal, in effect, included in its 
scope alll activities—cultivation, produc- 
tlon, manufacture, and distribution—in re- 
lation to these drugs for nonmedical and 
nonscientific purposes within the meaning 
of the term illicit traffic and the imposition 
of severe penalties on anyone promoting 
or engaging in them.”* 


In 1972, Dutch law supplemented the 
1928 Opium Act to include hashish and 
hashish products obtained from any- 
where in the plant. Previously, it had only 
been unlawful to use the resin from the tip 
of the hemp plant (as per the 1925 Ge- 
neva Convention) and courts had found it 
necessary to acquit traffickers who could 
not be convicted under the 1928 Opium 
Act. 

Atthe same time the Minister of Health 
supplemented the old law in 1972, the

Central Public Health Bureau recom- 
mended abolishing the penalties for pos- 
session of small quantities of hashish and 
marijuana, and considered trafficking in 
them as a petty offense. 

Here we may observe, as before, how 
the timing of this legislative action is inci- 
dental to certain trendsetting issues in- 
ternationally. In 1971, according to an 
American ruling (People v. McCabe, IIli- 
nois Supreme Court) identical penalties 
for violations involving cannabis and her- 
cin are contrary to the equal rights estab- 
lished by the 14th Amendment to the 
Constitution. Established here were the 
differences between the two drugs with 
regard to their capacity to engender de- 
pendence,’ thereby establishing different 
penalties for the two. Of primary impor- 
tance was the setting of policy by an 
American state supreme court, one that 
had worldwide repercussions. 

The trend toward liberalization of hemp 
products appears to have begun in re- 
sponse to U.S. trendsetting, reschedul- 
ing, and publicity in the early "70s. In a 
report by the General Central Bureau 
Foundation for Public Mental Health in 
1972, it is stated that “the use of drugs 
must be taken out of the criminal area. This 
will ultimately have to be done; It can be in- 
itiated by gradually abolishing punishment 
for use of hemp products (hashish and 
marijuana). Transportation, sale and pos- 
session of these products must no longer 
be considered a crime but a misdemeanor. 
These regulations must combine with in- 
tensive and effective education and be ac- 
companied by scientific research on the 
regulations’ effects.’ 


The Bann Commission, a group of spe- 
cialists from the fields of pharmacology, 
sociology, criminology, penology, psy- 
chology, and psychiatry, has studied the 
broader aspects of the drug problem. It 
has issued a report, which has been sent 
to various national ministries, to advise 
the Dutch minister of public health on do- 
mestic and international drug policy. The 
commission's principle recomendations 
are: 


“No drug use should be punished. This also 
includes possession of an amount intended 
for personal use. Drugs other than hemp can 
beusedin the transition phase when its use is, 
punished as a misdemeanor rather than a 
crime. Finally, according to the work group, 
the sale and manufacture of hemp products 
must be taken out of the penal law complete- 
ly. The work group makes these recommenda- 


tions because it is convinced that drug policy 
in the Netherlands is causing great harm by 
its criminal-law approach. Selling and manu- 
facturing drugs other than hemp products 
should, according to the work group, still be 
punishable as-crimes, so that as much as pos: 
sible can be done to prevent these dangerous 
products from reaching the consumer. 

In the Dutch plan, each step toward com: 
plete elimination of punishment for use of 
narcotics, according to the work group, is to 
be scientifically observed to note changes in 
the patterns of use resulting from the new 
policy. The results of this investigation should

determine what is done next. In its report, it 
concluded that the size and extent.of drug 


usage in the Netherlands is not yet large. 


enough to constitute a national problem. For 
want of exact data, the work group made an 
educated guess that 100,000 to 200,000 have 
used hashish or marijuana. Approximately 
30,000 are supposed to be in the group who 
have been regular users for either long or 
short periods. A number of them also use 
other drugs. Approximately two or three per- 
cent of the group of 30,000 regular users are 
problem users (addicts and those who suffer 
from serious depression or psychosis). It is 
noted that this percentage over the last eight 
or ten years is approximately the same as the 
percentage of chronic alcoholics.” 


In 1976 legislation was first introduced 
(and passed) at the Hague wnich les- 


sened the penalties on soft drugs and 
stiffened those on hard drugs. Two 
amendments were adopted. The first pro- 
hibited publicity aimed at promoting the 
sale and supply of all narcotics (including 
cannabis). This was primarily directed at 
radio broadcasts in which the current 
market prices of street drugs were quoted 
by the son of the Minister of Health, Vor- 
rink. The second amendment had inter- 
national implications, assuring Dutch 
neighbors that they would not have prob- 
lems from the decriminalization of the 
possession of under 30 grams of canna- 
bis for personal use. 

In 1975 the Dutch DEA released policy 
trends pertaining to nonmedical use of 
drugs in the Netherlands prior to the 1976 
Opium Act. Based on information in “Re- 
port of the Narcotics Working Party,” the 
following statements pertaining to canna- 
bis and judicial policy expressed the 
trends: 


“The government is of the opinion that 
the use and possession of the traditional 
products of cannabis for other than scien- 
tific and medical purposes (i.e., personal 
use) should no longer be subject to penal 
law. However, since the Netherlands is a 
Party to the Single Convention, it is not 
possible at the present time to reach this 
policy goal. The basic legal problem is that 
under Dutch penal law the confiscation— 
as required by the Single Convention, art. 
4., para. (c}—of cannabis is not possible 
unless possession is illegal and punish- 
able. The Government's position with re- 
gard to the role of the international treaties 
on narcotics and other psychotropic drugs 
is identical to that expressed in the recent 
recommendation of the U.S. National Com- 
mission of Mariuana and Drug Abuse. This 
proposes that the Single Convention 
should be amended so that each party is 
free to determine for itself the extent to 
which cannabis and traditional cannabis 
products may be allowed for personal use, 
provided that each party strives to prevent 
distribution and to pronibit export and pro- 
duction of drugs for illegal use in other 
countries. 

"Meanwhile, as part of a revision of the 
current Opium Law, a sharp reduction of 
penal sanctions for possession of tradi- 
tional cannabis products will be proposed 
to Parliament. The foregoing should not be 
interpreted as meaning that the Govern- 
ment considers the use of cannabis for 
nonmedical purposes devoid of personal 
and social risk. Experience has shown that 
in spite of criminal law sanctions, the use of 
cannabis for recreational and social pur- 
poses has increased considerably among 
adolescents without, at least at present, 
any clear signs of any great individual and 
social risks as compared with those asso-

lated with the use of real narcotic and 
stimulant drugs. 

“LEGISLATION: A bill amending the 
present Opium Law has recently been sub- 
mitted to Parliament. The scope of the pro- 
posed amendments may be summarized as 
follows: 

—the application of more stringent con- 
trols to the use of amphetamines and opi- 
ates for medical and scientific purposes. 
These Include the delegation of powers to 
the Crown for regulations concerning (1) 
restrictions to be imposed on prescribing, 
(2) limitation of manufacture, import, e) 

port, and wholesale distribution of con- 
trolled drugs; 

introduction of considerably in- 
creased penal sanctions concerning inter- 
national illicit trafficking (up to 12 years 
imprisonment) and possession with intent 
to distribute (up to 8 years imprisonment) 
of drugs entailing unacceptable risks; 
—the introduction of a separate sanction 
for possession of such drugs for personal 
use (up to 1 year imprisonment); 

reduction of penal sanctions with re- 
gard to the possession of the traditional 
Cannabis products (from 4 to 12 years im- 
prisonment, the sanction against interna- 
tional trafficking remaining 4 years); 

—the introduction of a separate sanction 
against possession of cannabis for per- 
sonal consumption (max. fine Fis. 500 or 
detention of one month). Possession of 
quantities of traditional cannabis products 
up to 30 grams will be regarded as posses- 
sion for personal consumption; 

—the introduction of a separate penal 
sanction for possession of drugs involving 
unacceptable risks for personal use Is not 
motivated by the assumption that such use 
should be punished by law. The sanction 
will be used chiefly to induce drug-depen- 
dent persons where necessary to accept 
. Emphasis Is put, however, on 
enroliment in treatment pro- 


New policy was enacted in 1976, and 
responsibility for implementation rested 
jointly with the Minister for Welfare, 
Health and Cultural Affairs, and the Min- 
ister of Justice." The amended act in- 
cluded penalties which stand today. A 
distinction is made between those drugs 
representing “unacceptable risks” (i 
heroin, cocaine, LSD, amphetamines— 
and hash oil) and “traditional hemp prod- 
ucts” such as hashish and marjuana. 
Penalties for personal use of hemp prod- 
ucts were reduced to less severe ones, 
while penalties for trafficking (especially 
internationally) were increased. The 
maximum penalty for trafficking in heroin, 
for example, was increased from 4 to 12 
years imprisonment.

ciety were taken into account, mention 
was made that every possible effort be 
made to ensure that drug users were not 
caused more harm by criminal proceed- 
ings than by the use of the drug itselt. 
‘One basic premise of Dutch criminal 
procedure is the “expediency principle” 
laid down in the Code of Criminal Proce- 


dure, whereby the Public Prosecutions 
Department is empowered to refrain from 
bringing criminal proceedings if there are 
weighty public interests to be considered 
(‘on grounds deriving from the general 
ood"). There appears to be no equiva- 
lent U.S. law expressing this policy. 

The application of the expediency prin- 
ciple in the Netherlands may be seen in 
cases involving low-priority offenses. The 
law would decide not to prosecute in 
cases where prosecution would have no 
beneficial effect in reducing the risks in- 
volved. An example would be if proceed- 
ings against users of hemp would create 
more problems for them than would be 
solved, 

The Ministry of Welfare, Health and 
Cultural Affairs reported in 1985 on re- 
cently observed trends regarding drug 
use: 


The relatively less severe penalties im- 
posed in respect of the use of hemp or can- 
nabis products have not led to an increase 
In thelr use. In 1976, three percent of young 
people aged 15-16 and ten percent of the 
17-18 age group had occasionally (that is, on 
one or several occasions) used hashish or 
marijuana. In 1985 these figures were two 
percent and six percent respectively. 

Drugs representing unacceptable risks 
(e.g., heroin and cocaine): owing to the 
highly illegal nature of the use of drugs in 
this category no definite figures were avail- 
able. Reliable estimates tor 1985 vary from 
15,000 to 20,000 drugs addicts (out of a to- 
tal population of 14 million). A number of 
general trends can be note 
=the majority of addicts 
heroin; 

—the extent of the overall problem appears 
to be stabilizing, although within the cate- 
gory of users as a whole various smaller 
groups continue to emerge and disappear 
again; 

—over the years drug abuse seems to 
have Increased, in particular amongst 
groups with a relatively disadvantaged so- 
clal and economic position (often those be- 
longing to ethnic minorities); 

—the use of cocaine is increasing; 
—heroin users tend not to restrict their use 
to heroin but to combine all manner of sub-

of users Is rising and that people are older 
when they take drugs for the first time.”" 


There have been international com- 
plaints about Dutch domestic drug poli- 
cies. A report to the U.S. states, “Circles 
is some countries are still under the erro- 
neous assumption that permitting unre- 
stricted use of so-called ‘soft drugs’, 
regarded by them as less harmful, would 
permit better control of other drugs they 
deem more perilous to health... .In pre~ 
vious reports the Board emphasized, and 
again reaffirms, that nonmedical con- 
sumption of cannabis is illegal under the 
1961 Convention and that no party to the 
Convention can authorize such use 
without being in violation of the treaty." 
Regardless of international contro- 
versy, the Dutch government is going 
ahead with its policy of tolerance towards 
cannabis and cannabis products.
